As immobile as a mere spectator, 
McManus heard Mr, Brothers declare 
that a witness would prove that he 
had been in Room 349 of the’ Park 
Central Hotel on the night of Nov. 


4, 1928, twenty minutes before..Roth-, 


stein staggered out wound Me- 
Manus listened impassively as the 
prosecutor said sounds of a Quarrel 
in the room had been overheard—a 
curse, and then ‘‘bang!’’ 


State Wants First-Degree Verdict. 


The defendant’s outward languor 
beeame more marked as Mr. Broth- 
ers, speaking in low-pitched tones, 
informed the jurors that McManus’s 
actions after the shooting had-been 


“‘suspicious.”” He gave no reaction 
as the Assistant Distriet Attorney 


said the State would expect a convic- 
tion in the first degree. 

McManus’s wife, surrounded by his 
four brothers, held a similar pose. 
It was her first appearance at the 
trial. A short; slight. woman in a 
fur coat, she occupied a seat in the 
second row of the public benches. 
She smiled several times as the de- 
fense scored points» and, when her 
husband passed on the way to lunch, 
She exchanged kisses with him. 
Later, when the details of the game 
were being told, she laughed. 

Even the judge laughed then. 
Martin (Red) Bowe, who played in 
the game, provoked the mirth. The 
gambler, who said that he had lost 
$5,700, which he apparently regarded 
as next to nothing, had been asked 
by Chief Assistant District Attorney 
Ferdinand .Pecora to.tell. the jury 
just how stud was played. This 
plainly pained Mr. Bowe, who seemed 
unable :to believe that the game of 
poker could be unknown to any one. 

The witness hunched forward in ‘his 
chair. A look of bewilderment was 
on his broad, rather humorous face. 
He pondered just how to explain stud 
to the jury, a game in which he often 
indulged, according to his own testi- 
mony. 

“Well—I—ah, I don’t know just—” 
he paused, and his face lighted. 

“Give me a deck of: cards and I’l 
show just how it’s played,’’ he added, 
spreading his hands out in an expan- 
sive gesture. 

McManus threw his head back and 
his big frame shook with merriment: 
Mr. Pecora, however, managed to get 
the witness to tell about the game 
without the cards. The deck was pro- 
duced later, but Judge Nott said he 
did not think it was needed.

Tompkins. In a decision made pub- 
lic yesterday he upheld demurrers to 
the indictment on the grounds that 
it was a violation of rights guaran- 
teed by the United States Constitu- 
tion, . Mr. Mancuso, Anthony Di 
Paola, Salvatore Soraci, Leonard 
Rose, Isadore Siegeltuch, Frederico 
Ferrari and Francis ’S.. Paterno were 
charged in the indi¢tment with par- 
ticipation in a fraudulent insolvency 
of a moneyed corporation, a misde- 
meanor. A similar statute in Georgia 
has been held unconstitutional by the 
United States Supreme Court, and 
this formed the ground for Justice 
Tompkins’s decision. 

District Attorney Banton =  an- 
nounced that he would appeal the 
decision,.immediately to the Appellate 
Division, and, if an adverse ruling 
was handed down there, would take 
the case to the Court of Appeals. 
If necessary the case may go to the 
United States Supreme Court for 
final determination. Mr, Banton be- 
lieves that the proceedings in the 
State courts can be finished in less 
than six weeks, since the District 
Attorney’s office has priority. If it 
becomes a question of carrying the 
case to the United States Supreme 
Court that decision may rest with 
Thomas C. T. Crain, who will suc- 
ceed Mr. Banton on Jan. 1. 

The grand jury which returned the 
indictment has not been discharged, 
but the evidence will probably not be 
resubmitted for superseding indict 
ments until the appeal has been d@ 
termined.

LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica, 
Nov. 21.—On Monday our Ford 
plane, the Floyd Bennett, established 
a tiny base almost within the 
shadow of the South Pole. The Stars 
and Stripes fly there, 440 miles due 
south, and so beating by that dis- 
tance the southernmost record of our 
flag made when Little America was 
established. 

Such a flight over this extraordi- 
nary ice barrier, which, is still to 
us a mysterious phenomenon, could 
not help be interesting. With his 
mapping camera Captain Ashley Mc- 
Kinley photographed every inch of 
the way and we hope that a minute 
study of the surface, which is full of 
surprises, will tell science something 
about this great natural wonder. 

Before we start-d on the flight, I 
told Dean Smith to deliver the mail 
to the mountains. We all know that 
an air mail pilot with mail aboard 
will go through when it can be done. 
Dean did a fine job, holding the in- 
distinct trail made by the dog teams 
of the geological party. 

Contrast of New and Old on Trail. 

We»-passed the party about 200 
miles out and also looked down at 
our comrades 2,000 feet beneath us, 
making only ten or fifteen miles a 
day where we were making 100 miles 
an hour. 

It emphasized the great difference 
between the old method of. polar ex- 
ploration, the dog team, and the 
new method of aviation. 

The dog team party, .owever, will 
be able to remain at the mountains 
several weeks, where an airplane 
m'2nt be blown away in a storm, 
That is why the minute geological 
investigations must be made by the 
foot traveler. Even now, however, 
we have learned enough to design 
a plane that we can anchor to the 
snow so as to ¢**y the winds. 

When the geological party looked 
up at us:flashing by them; ‘t «must 
have made their objective look very 
far away. AS we looked down on 
those’! felldws plodding aldng, we took 
off our hats to them for the energy 
and pluck they are putting into their 
task .of bringing back information 
that ‘will add to human knowledge: -

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—President Hoover's state- 
ment on the subject of wages, issued today, reads as 


The President was authorized by the employers who were 
present at the morning’s conference to state on their individual 
behalf that they will not initiate any movement for wage re- 
duction, and it was their strong recommendation that this atti- 
tude should be pursued by the country as a whole. 

They considered that, aside from the human consideration 
involved, the consuming power of the country will thereby. be 


The President was also authorized by the representatives 
of labor to state that in their individual views, and as their 
strong recommendation to the country as a whole, no move- 
ments beyond those already in negotiation should be initiated 
for increase of wages, and that every cooperation should be 
given by labor to industry in the handling of its problems. 

The purpose of these declarations is to give assurance that 
conflicts should not occur during the present situation which 
will affect the continuity of work, and thus to maintain stability

WASHINGTON, Nov.’ 21.—Henry 
Ford took the centre of the stage 
among the industrialists who attended 
the President’s conferenc: today by 
making the statement afterward that 
he would increase wages of - his 
employes. 

This announcement followed the 
meeting of industrial chiefs, but pre- 
ceded the President’s announcement 
that .employers would not initiate 
wage reduction and that labor would 
cooperate and not seek advances..: 

As. soon as the three-hour confer- 
ence of the industrial leaders with 
Mr. Hoover had disbanded, Mr. Ford 
broke through the throng in the Ex- 
ecutive Offices and hastily stepped 
into his automobile, while his secre- 
tary distributed a two-page typewrit- 
ten statement, in which Mr. Ford’s 
views advocating. higher wages and 
possible reduction in the’ prices of 
products of industry were set forth. 

Some of Mr. Ford’s colleagues, 
when informed of.the .contents of 
his’ statement, expressed surprise 
that such a personal utterance of 
policy should be made, They had ex- 
pected enunciation of a policy repre- 
senting the views of those at the 
conference only through President 
Hoover.

TRADE BODY PLANS 
TO ATTACK PROBLEM 


Barnes Announces Call for Con- 
ference in Washington Within 
Two Weeks. 








TO LOOSE “KEY LOG OF JAM” 





Business Will Be Fostered 
Through Organization for the 
Exchange of Information.

WASHINGTON, Nov, 21.—Julius 
H. Barnes, chairman of the board of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States, who has been asked 
by President Hoover to create an 
executive committee from the group 
of industrial leaders who met with 
the President today and from trade 
associations of the country, ‘“‘to assist 
in expansion of construction and 
maintenance. of. employment,’”’ ex- 
plained in an interview this evening 
the procedure which would be fol- 
lowed. 

“We expect to call together as soon 
as practicable, possibly within two 
weeks, a fairly large group of trade 
association representatives, perhaps 
from 100 to 200 men,” Mr. Barnes 
said. “They will be drawn from 
associations both within and without 
the membership of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States, so 
that they will be broadly representa- 
tive of the major phases of American 
business activity. 

“At that meeting we Hope to get 
a wide interchange of information as 
to the exact situation in business, as 
to its important present elements of 
strength and weakness. From. this 
information it is hoped that sugges- 
tions may be made looking toward 
stabilization of business conditions.

But Veteran Army Pilot Says He Is 
Out of Competition—He Was 
Designer of Monoplane.

MITCHEL FIELD, L.'I., Nov. 21.— 
Major R. W. Schroeder, veteran 
army test pilot, engineer and de- 
signer, climbed into his experimental 
monoplane today for a series of final 
tests before turning it over to the 
Guggenheim Safe Aircraft Competi- 
tion. Five minutes later he climbed 
out again, with the plane a wreck, 
the work of two years, for which 
thousands of dollars have been spent, 
a badly crippled flying machine. He 
took off toward New York City to 


test a new aileron installation, rose | 1% 


several hundred feet and _ then 
banked to the left. He found that 


he could not again raise his Jowered 
left wing. He discovered that his 
rudder was of little help and that he 
was descending in a sharp spiral. 
He could not éven determine where 
he might land with safety. 

The plane was flying straight for 
the roof of the post hospital. Next 
to the hospital was a small plot of 
rough ground, then a high fence and, 
twenty. feet above that, electric 
wires. : 

Schroeder ‘could not raise the wing 
so he further depressed it. tighten- 
ing his turn and gliding the, more 
steeply to avoid the hospital. ar 
wing tip almost grazed the wall of; 
the little white building. .The plana 
veered toward the wires and paler 
in the grass plot. It bounded, nose 
down and turned completely over. 
Schroeder stepped out unhurt and 
when would-be rescuers arrived on 
the run. from the hosnital and the 
field ambulance gpt there he was 
lighting a cigar and coolly examin- 
ing his wrecked flying machine. , 

“Tt Jooks like 1’m out of the com- 
petition,’ he said, and then added 
with a grin: ‘‘Well, I set out to build 
a safe airplane and I’m safe even in 
a crash. so that’s something. 

The pilotrhad nothing to say of his 
vears of work or of the money that 
went into the plane, which he de- 
signed. He sunervised the salvaging. 
discovering that the fuselage was 
damaged only slightly. Both wing 
tips were - badly - crumpled, struts 
were bent. The engine: mounted in 
the leading edge of the wing ap- 
peared to have escaped serious dam- 
age, but one Mpa of the propeller 
was broken off. .

five years’ imprisonment in Atlanta. 


Penitentiary by Judge Alfred C. 
Coxe, after a jury had found him 
ilty of mail fraud. - The United 
nkers’ Corporation, Bank Stock 
Investors’ Corporation and Market 
Movements, indicted with him, were 
fined $5,000 each. , 
Sentence was imposed immédiately 
the jury had returned its verdict, 
upon motion of Lowell Wadmond, 
Assistant United States Attorney, 
who had conducted the prosecution.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21. — In- 
censed by assertions that the Demo- 
jeratic-Insurgent coalition had floyt- 
ed President Hoover's wishes on tar- 
iff legislation, that the Senate, at its 
lowest level in its history, was gen- 
erally faithless to its obligations and 
that Senators responsible for ‘‘refus- 
ing’ tariff protection to American 
industry, agriculture and _ labor 
would be brought to book, Senators 
Johnson, Harrison, Norris and Sim- 
mons answered critics of the Senate 
in caustic speeches today. 

The occasion was opened when 
Senator Sackett of Keatucky, a 
‘Young Republican,” tried to insert 
in the Congressional Record an edi- 
torial from The Washington Post ex- 

the criticism of the Senate. 
Senator Sackett offered the 
editorial, some of the Senators un- 
derstood him to éndorse its contents. 
He explained that he presented it 
ema fm and oa — ri 
purpose in submit- 

had been “misunderstood.” 

The Sackett move gave Senators 
Harrison and Simmons opportunity 
to deny that the Democratic party 
was in any way ible for the 
stock et crash, Senator Johnson 
a chance to speak scathingly of the 
“‘Young Guard,’’ and Senator Nor- 
ris an opening to denounce Edward 
B. McLean, publisher of The Post, 
for the editorial. 

White House “propaganda” was 
charged by Senator Harrison, who 
said that he and Senator Simmons 
hed promised the administration to 
help with the projected tax reduc- 
tion. Senator Sipamonsg asserted that 
the Senate never had a higher moral 
standard and that the power of the 
‘interests’ over the House Ways and 
Means Committee was to blame for 
inereages on industrial rates in the 
tariff bill, 

Without direct reference, but by 
obvious implication. Senator John- 
son accused the ‘‘Young Guard’’ of 
attempting to ‘‘reform”’ the Senate. 

Harrison Assails “Propaganda.” 

Referring to the stock market 
crash, Senator Harrison recalled that 
Senator Simmons and he, with other 
leaders. had gone to the Treasury, 
when Mr, Mellon asked for a_con-; 
ference, at the time the market’ was 
most disturbed. Mr. Mellon, accord- 
ing to Mr. Harrison, said: 

‘“‘We want to do something to re- 
store confidence; we would like to 
send out from this meeting a state- 
ment that a tax reduction law is kK. 
ing to be passed and we would like 
to Have the approval of the Demo- 
crats of such a course.”’ 

*‘We gave our help unhesitatingly 
and uureservedly,” Senator Harrison 
continued. ‘‘We thought our cooper- 
ation’ with the Republicans would 
help the administration to maintain 
economic stability in this country; 
that it might relieve some of the 
chaos, confusion and unrest existing 
lin the minds of our people. 

‘“‘We have -tried to write a tariff 
| bill that would equalize duties to all 
‘the industries and all the people of 
the pountry. We have done mighty 
well, 
be started * * * which may try to 
create an unfavorable impression 
against the Senate, will not be able 
te do it. hecaure such vropaganda 
will not be substantiated by the 
acts.

But Seek: Political Aavantage Only

‘‘The injustices perpetrated. by 
George i” before the American 
Revolution were no worse than some 
that have been perpetrated by Sena- 
torial investigating. committees,’’ 
William Starr Myers, professor of 
political science at Princeton Uni- 
versity, said heather at a luncheon 
meeting of the New York Junior 
Board of Trade at Block Hall, 23 
South William Street. 

“If these committees have the 
rights that the courts: say they 
have,’’ he continued, ‘no mau, 
woman or child in this country is 
safe from their whims.”’ 


Sees Faults Exposed. 

“A good side to this business of 
investigating,’’ he continued, ‘‘is 
that. it shows one of the faults in 
our system of government, the dif- 
ficulty that the legislative and execu- 
tive branches have in finding out 
what the other is doing.” e ad- 
vocated a 
Cc ess to let 
net have access to the floor of both 
houses without the privilege of vot- 


n lobbying, he said, the difficulty 
was to find out where proper lobby- 
ing ends or begins. He termed Sena- 
tor Bingham “a pertecty honest, up- 
right gentleman.’’ While there was 
no question of his integrity being 
involved, he said, he did gerne 
indiscreet and contrary to politi 
propriety and deserved censure. 

While truth has come out of Sena- 
torial investigations, he said, the 
difficulty is that the committees seek 
‘not facts but to put somebody in a 
hole.’’ - The difficulty is partisan- 
ship, he said, and the main object 
of their recent partisanship has been

PARIS, Nov. 21.—The negotiations 
between France and Germany for the 
final settlement of the Sarre problem 
began at the Foreign Office this 
morning in an atmosphere of con- 
ciliation and good-will which consid- 
erably brightened the prospects for a 
successful outcome. ‘The German 
delegates have come to Paris with 
proposals which on their face appear 
to give the French practically all 
they desire in the way of an accord. 

The French delegation, however, 
may find itself considerably ham- 
pered by a concerted and energetic 
drive from the forces of the Right 
to stiffen the position of France in 
the present pourparlers. All the im- 
portant organs of the Right, which 
in this instance means the organs 
of big business, agreed today that 
it is up to Germany to win the an- 
ticipated liquidation of the Sarre 
question by meeting France on all 
her demands. 

In reading such newspapers as the 
Echo de Paris, La Liberté, the Jour- 
nal des Débats and, to a somewhat 
lesser degree, the _  semi-officia] 
Temps, one gains the impression tha! 
the present Parliament, with its 
Right majority, would much prefer 
to see France hold the Sarre unti) 
the end of the time stipulated by the 
Treaty of Versailles, namely, 1935, 
rather than embark upon the current 
conversations. 


Briand Promises Protection. . 


Foreign Minister Briand, as_ the 
sponsor of the great peace and con- 


Treaty of Locarno and the accords 
of The Hague, has entered willingly 
into the negotiations, promising 
however, to protect the French eco- 
nomic interests in the Sarre to the 
fullest, ; 

The agenda for the conference has 
been laboriously prepared, and assum- 
ing that France is not embarrassed 
by threats from parties of the Right 
the negotiations should result in suc- 
cess. Several months may be neces- ; 
sary to work out an acceptable plun. 
but with Germany in her present; 
conciliatory mood it is likely that 
France will be able to secure nearly 
all she wants. 

The French delegation has been in 
structed to insist upon several main 
points: Maintenance of the: status 
quo so far as the tariff régime is 
concerned, thus continuing the very 
profitable trade relations between 
the Sarre and France, especially with 
Alsace-Lorraine, and the extension 
to the mines of the Sarre of the pres- 
ent satisfactory accords which 
France and Germany have entered 
into in the iron and steel industry. 
The latter is most important, for it 
would guarantee to France the pres- 
ent flow of coal from the Sarre mines 
to the steel mills of France. 

Politically speaking, the French 
are entirely agreed that the Sarre 
must be returned to the jurisdiction 
of Germaay, although the -negotia- 
tions are not concerned with that 
phase of the matter. 


The German Proposals. 


From authoritative sources it is 
learned that the German delegation 
has been instructed to offer the fol- 
lowing basis of agreement: 

The return of the Sarre as quickly 
as possible to the jurisdiction of the 
Reich; that is to say, not later than 
the date now fixed for the complete 
seeaeeon of the Rhineland—June 


The fixing of a sum for the repur- 
chase of the Sarre mines by Ger- 
many, France to arrange the terms 
of payment. 

A special agreement for covering 
ainvers of Sarre coal to France, as 
well as an arrangement whereby the 
blast furnaces of the Sarre can ob- 
tain the necessary Lorraine ore. 

The territory of the Sarre to re-en- 
ter the tariff union of Germany, but 
a special treaty between France and 
Germany to assure to France reduc- 
tions in the tariff on certain mer- 
chandise and freedom of duty on 
others.

Tarkish Postal Officials Besieged 
by Importers and Others Who 
Fear Losing Their Mail.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 21.— 
The City of Sultans still remains Con- 
stantinople to Turkish postoffice offi- 
cials despite reports that they had 
imposed a ban on the name and had 
substituted the Turkish ‘‘Istambul”’ 
or French ‘“‘Stamboul.”’ 

Consternation was caused among 
foreigners here when they heard that 
all mail addressed to ‘‘Constantino- 
ple’? would be returned to the send- 
ers, Merchants handling foreign 
goods besieged the postoffice author- 
ities to know whether this was final, 
but the postal chief yesterday as- 
sured them that letters addressed to 
Constantinople would reach their des- 
tination.

JERUSALEM, Nov. 21.—Police Cor- 
poral Karlik was arrested today on a 
charge of having disclosed a secret 
letter written by the Acting Superin- 
tendent of Police of Jerusalem, Major 
Harrington, to the criminal investi- 
gation departm:nt, which contained 
a government blacklist of eighteen 
persons in the Jerusalem district, 
headed by the name of Hadj Amin 
Hhusseini, the Mufti of Jerusalem.

The authori- 
ties are almost sure he did not delib- 
erately disclose the letter, but they 
blame one, Max Sanderoff, who is a 
tourist guide and sometimes acts as 
a reporter for Davar. 

It appears that Sanderoff and Kar- 
lik were soon drinking together and 
it is held probable that the corporal 
showed the letter to Sanderoff at 
this time and that Sanderoff photo- 
graphed it.

F rench Minister of Commerce Threatens 
Reciprocity if We Raise Tariff Barriers

PARIS, Nov. 21.—Pierre Etienne 
Flandin, new French Minister of 
Commerce, this afternoon issued a 


statement with regard to commercial 
relations between France and the 
United States in correction of sta*e- 
ments attributed to him in an inter- 
view given to American newspapers. 
“Tt a the new tariff which is 
being discussed in Washington will 
not aggravate the customs barrier 
to the importation of French prod- 
ucts into the United States,” he 
said. ‘France is a big client of the 
United States, from which she espe- 
cially buys indispensible raw ma- 
terials for her own consumption. To 
pay for these purchases she must be 
able to sell her merchandise. 
“Economic relations between any 
two countries are never sound when 
there is too great a disproportion be- 
tween their respective exportations 


and importations. If, because of 
customs barriers, we should no long- 
er be able to sell our manufactured 


goods in America, there would be 
a great disequilibrium in our com- 
mercial relations and we would be 
compelled to restrain as far as pos- 
sible our importations from the 
United States. 

“It would be very regrettable if 
France, which is .associated in the 
efforts being made by the League 
of Nations to lower customs barriers, 
should be compelled to defend her- 
self by raising her rates, but I could 
not practice men other policy 
that of reciprocity. 

“Iam a partisan of most cordial 
economie collaboration with the 
United States, where I have many 
friends and for whose industrial and 
commercial methods I have the

Chinese President Masses His 
Troops to Stop Push Toward 
Hankow After Victory. 








FALL OF CANTON EXPECTED 





“Ironsides” Advancing Steadily as 
Nanking Forces Evacuate Wuchow 
and Fall Rack.

SHANGHAI, Nov. 21.—With Lo- 
yang definitely in the hands of the 
Nationalists, affording an important 
spearpoint toward Shensi, a massed 
drive of more than 100,000 Nanking 
troops is being hurriedly organized 
in an effort to check the perilous 
push toward Hankow on the part of 
the rebel armies, which are swarm- 
ing down the Han River. 

If Loyang can be held and the Han 
River movement checked, Nanking’s 
position will be vastly strengthened. 


In the meanwhile, a new danger 
has developed with lightning rapidity 
in the extreme south, where govern- 
ment forces have evacuated Wuchow 
and all of Kwangsi Province, falling 
rapidly back toward Canton, while 
General Chang Fa-kwei’s victorious 
‘‘Ironsides,’’ aided by Kwangsi rebels, 
are making a rapid advance. 

Due to the complications of South- 
ern politics. to dissatisfaction with 
President Chiang Kai-shek’s policies 
and to the resurgence of the radical- 
ism which has always been a vital 
factor in the South, the early hand- 
ing over of Canton to the rebels will 
be no surprise. 

If the Kuominchun forces succeed 
in capturing Hankow which is rap- 
idly filling ig? with yanic-stricken 
refugees, and if Canton falls into the 
hands of the rebels, Nanking’s armies 
in the Honan and Loyang region will 
be imperiled, for such rebel vic- 
tories would be expected to bring 
General Yen Hsi-shan, Governor of 
Shansi, down from the fence and in- 
duce him to dispatch his troops to 
assist the Kuominchun in the field, 
whom he is already supplying with 








Zood, funds and munitions, while 
nominally remaining neutral. 

Nanking finally officially admits 
the capture of Siangyang by the 
rebels, decl that the city was 
evacuated for tegic reasons. 

Despite this turmoil affecting vas‘ 
areas, Nanking persists in declara- 
tions of her intentions for a unilat- 
eral abrogation of extraterritoriality 
on Jan. 1. The government’s spokes- 
men, officially declaring today that 
such is their purpose, qualified it by 
saying it is not the purpose of Nan- 
king to denounce ll portions of 
treaties, but only the extraterritorial- 
ity clauses. 


Nanking Captures Supplies. 
NANKING, Nov. 21 (4).—The Na- 
tionalist Government’s military 
headquarters announced tonight that

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—Ten or- 
ganizations, accused by the Ameri- 
ean Legion of engaging in propa- 
ganda “‘tending to weaken the na- 
tional defense,’’ will probably be 
made the subject of inquiry by the 
Senate lobby committee.

Caraway said the organizations ac-

“tariff council’’ to build up ‘senti- 
ment in opposition to the reappoint- 
ment of Mr. Lewis, 

He said that-a letter-had gone out 
under the signature of former Gov- 
ernor McDonald of Colorado asking 
funds to further the campaign 
against Lewis. Mr. Love testified 
that he had been informed that Ar- 
nold, representative of the Southern 
Tariff Association, was behind the 
fight made on Lewis and that the 
sugar people were not responsible 
for it. Mr. Love said he also heard 
Arnold’s name mentioned in connec- 
tion with the ‘‘Western Tariff Asso- 
ciation,’’ which,- the witness said, 
‘thad gone on the rocks.’”’ Love said 
that the Western sugar people ‘‘did 
not like Arnold’s methods and did 
not want to have anything to do 
with him.” 

As a result of Mr. Love’s testimony 
Arnold will be recalled to tell about 
the ‘‘tariff council’’ and. the ‘‘West- 
ern Tariff ASsociation.’’ 

Mr. Love testified that, in waging 
its campaign for higher sugar rates 
his association employed the Inter- 
Ocean Syndicate of Chicago, and 
that for the circulation of ‘‘news 
articles’”” by the syndicate it made 
contracts to pay $3,000 a month for 
1927, 1928 and 1929. 

The contract, he disclosed, had 
since been taken over by the Domes- 
tic Sugar Association. Mr. Love said 
that the syndicate handled releases, 
embodying articles on the tariff, and 
designed to remove ‘‘prejudice’’ in 
pe penile mind against beet sugar, 
which, he said, sold for 20 cents less 
than cane sugar. 

The articles also included matter 
intended to combat the effects of ad- 
vertisements advising the use of Lo- 
bacco products instead of ‘‘sweets.’’ 

In addition to expenditures. for 
ublicity, Mr. Love said, his associa- 
ion collected about $50,000 a. year 
for other expenses, including the 
maintenance of a Washington office. 
Assessments were made on the con- 
stituent companies in the amount of 
half a cent per bag of output. Jn 
pushing the campaign for high sugar 
duties, Mr. Love said he had .seen 
Senators: Smoot, Broussard. and 
Thomas of.Idaho, and that, at. the 
jsuggestion of the last named, he 
called on Senator Capper of Kansuas, 
but had failed to find him.  .

FREES MARION MEN 
IN REBELLION TRIAL 


Judge Holds Statute Can Be In- 
voked Only for Acts of Treason 
and Not Against Mere Striker. 








NEW CASE TO START TODAY | a. 





Neighboring County Will Supply 
Jury to Try Same Textile Union- 
ists on Riot Charges.

MARION, N. C., Nov. 21.—Judge 
G. V. Cowper today rendered a ver- 
dict of non-suit, which is in effect 
‘not guilty,’’ in the trial of Alfred 
Hoffmon, organizer of the United 
Textile Workers of America; Law- 
rence Hogan, Wes Fowler and Del 
Lewis, indicted on an 1861 statute 
alleging rebellion and insurrection 
against the State of North Carolina. 

J. Hugh Hall, a young soldier, who 
had been accidentally arrested with 
the others, was discharged after 
pleading nolo contendre to trespass. 

As soon as the court quashed the 


rebellion case arrangements were 
made to try Hoffman, Hogan, Fow- 
ler and Lewis on an _ indictment 
charging riot, resisting the Sheriff 
and two constables. 

A venire of 100 men from neigh- 
boring Burke County will report here 
tomorrow. The riot case is expected 
to last about two weeks, after which 
will begin the trial of eight deputies 
charged with homicide as a result of 
the killing of six strikers and the 
wounding of twenty at the gate of 
the Marion Manufacturing Company 
on Oct. 2. 


Attacks on Officers Cited. 


The prosecution in the rebellion in- 
dictment alleged that on Aug. 30 the 
strikers had cursed and threatened 
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“ , had 

deputies.and had driven them away 
from a pile of furniture which the 
officers had attempted to return to 
a house ‘occupied by a non-union 
worker after the strikers had dumped 
it in the road. p 

The prosecution maintained that 
resistance to the officers and cries 
from an angry crowd of strikers who 
yelled ‘‘to hell with the troops’’ was 
sufficient to constitute rebellion. 

The defense insisted that rebellion 
or insurrection meant armed ‘resis- 
tance to the State government itself 
or to an act of the Legislature. 
Following his intimation of yester- 
y, Judge Cowper ruled for the de- 
fense after listening to argument 
from both sides. He held that the 
rebellion statute could be invoked 
only for acts of treason and similar 
offenses and not against strikers. 


Attack Southern Union Plan. 


John Peel, vice president of the 
North Carolina Federation of Labor; 
William F. Kelley, vice president of 
the United Textile Workers of Amer- 
ica, and William Smith, secretary- 
treasurer of the American Federa- 
tion of Full-Fashioned Hosiery 
Workers, today issued statements in 
reply to an open letter of James F. 
Barrett, former president of the 
North Carolina Federation of Labor, 
to President William Green of the 
American Federation of r. Mr. 
Barrett asserted the federation would 
fail in its program of organizing the 
South and advocated formation of 
a Southern textile union. 

“There never was a time in the 
history of the South when such wide- 
spread and justified discontent with 
increasingly intolerable conditions 
was as manifest as at time,’’ 
said Mr. Peel. 

“This is proven by the number of 
calls for aid in establishing local 
unions which have come from places 
‘hitherto without any semblance of 
unionism or seeming desire for it. 
These calls are so frequent that union 
officials in other industries are hard 
put to answer all of them.”’ 

‘What Mr. Peel says as to the 
eagerness of the Southern textile 
workers for organization is amply 
prone by my own experience,’’ said 

r. Kelley. ‘‘In Elizabethton, where 
I was sent to assist the already or- 
ganized workers in the rayon plants, 
numerous appeals reached me from 
towns far and near asking ‘how can 
we get a union?’”’ 

Mr. Smith denied Mr. Barrett’s 





statement that the mills had volun- 
tarily improved conditions. 

“So far from having improved con- 
ditions,” he said, ‘‘the present wide- 
spread and increasing unrest, appar- 
ent to all but Mr. rrett, is due 
directly to the stretch-out system, 
which was inflicted on the workers 
and accompanied by decreases and 
nof. increases in pay.’’ 


CUBAN CONSULATE HOOTED. 


Demonstration’ Here Laid to Order 
for Deportation of Communists. 


A demonstration was staged out- 
side the Cuban Consulate, 17 Bat- 
tery Place, yesterday by a crowd of 
Chinese, Spaniards and South Amer- 
jeans. Placards were carried. The 
crowd was soon dispersed by the 

lice. The demonstration, accord- 
ng to Augusto Merchan, the Consul 
Generali, was caused by an order for 
the deportation of Communists from 
Cuba issued last week by President 
Machado. A statement issued by the 
Consul General read: 

“With reference to the meeting of 
protest held today in front of the 
Consulate General of Cuba by some 
Chinese elements against the de 
portation to China by the Cuban 
Government of some Chinese Com- 
munists, the Cuban Consul General 
states that the Cuban Government is 
allowing said Chinese citizens to go 
to any country they might choose. 
The Cuban authorities have no de- 
sire of delivering these people to the 
Chinese Government, of whom they 
are afraid. Its purpose is only that 
they leave Cuba, where their Com- 
munist propaganda cannot be toler- 
ated.’

been bad and, when we passed over 
these crevasses, my thoughts turned 
also to those mechanics back in 
camp who had worked hour after 
hour in the bitter cold to make the 
engines right.for us. And I couldn’t

Unfortunately, the mechanics who 
contribute so greatly to successful 
flights are generally forgotten. I 
don’t see how it would have been 

ossible to find three better men 
han Bubier, Roth and Demas., The 
Marine Corps, army and the Wright 
Company age has every reason to be 
proud of its representative. 


Follow Mountains 150 Miles. 


Not: long after passing the crev- 
assed area, we sighted great .moun- 
tains on the starboard bow. Later, 
on the return, from 5,000 feet we 
thought we-could follow them for 
150 miles. We judge that we saw all 
the way to Beardmore Glacier, where 
Scott and Shackleton ascended to 
the plateau on their polar effort. 

Mac photographed this range and 
a new one running near it in the 
same direction. Wecan definitely 
join up Axel Heiberg. Glacier with 
Beardmore Glacier, “This is a ‘mag- 
nificent range. os : 

As we approached the mountains, 
peak after peak came into view until 
finally the whole horizon from the 
southeast to the southwest was filled 
with mountains. It looked as if na- 
ture had built these impassable ram- 
parts to keep forever the secret of 
‘the South Pole. 

But, as we drew nearer, we saw 
huge glaciers from which ice was 
debouching onto the Barrier through 
great ragged gashes in the moun- 
tains. These are the outlets for the 
two-mile-high plateau of ice in the 
centre of which lies the South Pole. 


Majestic Succession of Peaks. 


Never have I seen such rugged 
mountains or such magnificent 
scenery—great mountain masses ris- 
ing from sea level precipitously to 
thousands of feet, peak after peak 
towering heights of ten, twelve and 
fifteen thousand feet. 


Captain McKinley photographed 
with his mapping camera dozens of 
mountain peaks never before seen. 
He will develop his films so that the 
world can see what we saw and 
science can study at its leisure. and 
with a microscope these extraordi- 
nary glacial phenomena. Describe 
these mountains we cannot, but the 
aerial survey camera wil] do it for us. 

Perhaps one of the biggest mo- 
ments of the whole expedition was 
the landing at the foot of the moun- 
tains, for landing away from base 
on an unknown field is always un- 
certain and even more so in the polar 
regions with a heavy load aboard. 
Smith ‘‘Brings Mail] to Mountains.’’ 

So far as our aviation mission is 
concerned and so far as a very great 
many other vital things were con 
cerned, all our eggs were in the plane 
when the landing was made. ; 

All was staked on that landing. It 
Was an unknown quantity. What a 
colossal mess it would have been had 

‘we failed! It was one of those risks 
one must sometimes take in the polar 
regions to win. 

To Dean Smith was given this big 
responsibility of landing on unknown 

‘ground, the character of: which is 
not easy to judge from the air. But 
Dean did it. He did his stuff. He 
carried the mail to the mountains! 
When we had built our base and 
took the air again, we could look 
back at the little pile of food and 
gasoline. It appeared very tiny and 
utterly lonely there on the great ex- 
panse of snow with these tremen- 
dous mountains in the background. 
These great miountains make our 
problem a peculiarly difficult one 
and prevent a non-stop flight to the 
Pole from Little America. We can- 
not carry a sufficient load of. gaso- 





line to scale those peaks, reach the 
Pole and return non-stop, so that is 
why we must have gasoline availa- 
ble at the foot of these mountains 
when we will become short of fuel 
on our return, 


Perilous Landing on the Barrier. 


Soon after passing the crevasses on 
our return, we reached the area be- 
tween seventy-five and 100 miles 
ffom Little America which the dog 
teams had reported as being danger- 
ous for airplane landing and some 
parts of it they said were impossible. 

About this time the motors began 
to miss. Harold June reported that 
we were running low of gas. What 
had become of the gas we didn’t 
know, but we had plenty aboard 
when we left the mountains. 

Suddenly all three engines stopped. 
Things looked black, for we were in 
that dangerous area. Dean Smith 
had the wheel. Again it was up to 
him. The terrain looked rough from 
the air. As we glided down for a 
landing there was plenty of time to 
wonder just which sastruga would 
smash the landing gear. 

When we bumped hard and rocked 
along crazily and finally came to rest 
without smashing up, we were great- 
ly surprised. This is the third time 
that Dean has landed successfully 
away from base. 

Fighting Spirit of the Men. 

,, During the next thirty-six hours 
out there on the. Barrier, a hundred 
miles from camp, working in the 
cold, June, Mac and Dean showed 
the stuff they are made of. I know 
few things better. than fighting the 
elements and bucking difficulties 
alongside fellows like these. 

Harold June was a great help from 
the time we left. He is an expert 
radio operator, mechanic and pilot. 
He is resourceful’ and undaunted. 
Mac had the most strenuous task 
of us al] as he mapped every inch 
of the flight with a fifty-pound 
camera. 

After we got on the ground Mac 
worked like a Trojan. I couldn’t 
make him rest. Our big plane is a 
handful for four men to handle. Mac 
is preparing to spend tonight develop- 
ing some of his photographs. 

It was, of course, good that we 
could follow the trail, because. if we 
had landed in an unknown region it 
would have been most difficult for 
Bernt Balchen and Carl Petersen to 
have found us to give us gasoline. 

We had perfect weather the whole 
way. It is remarkable~-that Bill 
Haines and Henry Harrison could 
have predicted with accuracy good 
weather for 500 miles in this un- 
usually changeable region. 

It reminded me of the North Pole 
flight when Bill said to me suddenly 
one day, ‘‘I have been keeping two 
] days up my sleeve for your 

orth Pole flight and now I’m go- 
ing to let them ,loose, so you’d bet- 
ter go.’’ We went, and Bill was 
right, as he was this time. . 

t must not be forgotten that every 
man in-camp contributes to any op- 
eration down here. It is their toil in 

reparation that wins. No leader 

s ever been helped more enthusi- 
astically than these fellows have 
helped me. They work so harmoni- 
ously together that a leader is no 
more use than a sore thumb. 

Barrier Known 100 Miles Wider. 

Now to come to the scientific 
aspects of the flight from a.geo- 
graphical standpoint. We naturally 
do not want to draw conclusions un- 
til we have studied Mac’s photo 
graphic maps. ‘ 

But we can say, in addition to 
what we have told about the moun- 
tain range to the westward, that we 
seem to have extended the eastern 
limit of the Barrier about 100 miles, 
that there appear to be no mouf- 
tains at Latitude 82 to the eastward, 
as reported by Captain Amundsen, 
and that it is doubtful if land exists 
at his appearance of land. 

This is no reflection whatever on 


Captain: Amundsen, as he was: him- 
self doubtful, about. this. land and. did 
not name or chart the mountains. In 
fact, all of us have the highest re- 
spect and admiration for the job 
great.explorer did, ; 

The fine view we had from 5,000 
feet seems to indicate that it isnot 
impossible that the Barrier may run 
on the .eastward hundreds of 
miles, and there is no proof yet that 
there is not some connection with 
the Weddell .Sea. 

But it is too soon in the game to 
make any definite statements along 
these lines: . Our photographs, we 
think, will show a different position 
for some of the mountain ranges 
than that’ shown on the chart, and 
we believe there will be some inter- 
esting things to say after we have 
studied the photographs. 

Finding of ‘New Family.”’ 

“T don’t believe I got a bigger kick 
on the flight than I did on return to 
Little America when I looked into 
my room and found my good friend 
Holly with eight pups.

SLOANE TO GET A DAY 
OUT OF DEATH HOUSE 


Former College Stadent in Sing 
Sing Obtains Writ for Plea and 
Makes Good His Boast.

WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., Nov. 21.— 
By the terms of a writ of habeas 
corpus signed today by Supreme 
‘Court Justice Joseph Morschauser. 
1Roy H. Sloane, 24 years old, the for- 
mer Columbia University student 
held in the death house at Sing Sing 
since his part in planning a jail 
break last week, will enjoy a little 
excursion to the White Plains court 
house on next Tuesday morning, 
Thereby Sloane has kept his promise 
to the Sing Sing authorities to ‘‘get 
out of this cell at least once” after 
they, in placing him in solitary con- 
finement, had told him he would 
have to stay there for the rest of his 
prison term—a matter of about seven 
years. 

He will argue his sixth application 
for release on the ground that he is 
illegally held. His mother, Mrs. 
Anna Bogenholm Sloane, authoress 
and lecturer, appeared in court with 
a bundle of legal papers, which she 
said. had been drawn up_by her son. 
One was a petition for the writ cov- 
ering eight typewritten pages, and 
upon ‘which the writ..was automati- 
‘cally’ granted as~a matter of legal 
procedure. 


Sloane that her son would transfer 
his fight for liberty to Kings County, 
but as he.» was convicted in West- 
chester the legal procedure “ad to be 
referred to White Plains. 

Mrs. Sloane said that Warden 
Lawes had exonerated her son in 
the plot to break out of Sing Sing. 

In his petition Sloane contends 
that on May 25, after he had been 
acquitted of grand larceny at White 
Plains, he was kidnapped by two 
keepers from Sing Sing and was 
taken to the prison. Then he was 
transferred to Dannemora and later 
taken back to Sing Sing. Sloane 
sets forth that his sentence for hav- 
ing brass knuckles is a ‘‘nullity and 
void of legal force, because he had 
previously been acquitted of grand 
larceny, and that at the time he had 
brass knuckles he was not a legal 
prisoner in Sing Sing.’’ This same 
point was. raised twice before and 
each time the court remanded him

The commission has 
already spent about $30,000,000 since 
its creation in 1926. 
The Governor, in announcing the 
agreement, said: 
“T have reached a gentlemen’s 
agreement with the Republican lead- 


rs, which will eliminate the neces- 
sity for a special session of the Legis- 
ature. Under the agreement, the 
1930 Legislature will validate all past 
acts of the Building Commission, 
and also validate all work in con- 
mection with the State office build- 
ings now in progress of being let.’’ 
ontracts totaling about a half 
million dollars are about to be award- 
d for the State’s new office build- 
ings in New York City and in Al- 
bany. The Buffalo building is not 
ffected, the’ Governor pointed out, 
because no contracts were to 
warded for some time in connection 
th that project. 

Payments Will Be Delayed. 
Under the terms of the agreement,

General Parker Says Depen- 
dencies Could as Justly Tax 
Our Exports to Them. 





PHILIPPINE “GAINS ‘NOTED 





Imports From United States in- 
creased 17 Per Cent—Improvement 
Reported in Porto-Rico Also. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—The im- 
position of tariff duties on Philippine 
and Porto Rican products and the 
extension of the American Coast- 
wise Shipping laws to the Philip 
pines, both of which proposals have 
been debated in Congress recently, 
are emphatically opposed by Brig. 
Gen. F. LeJ. Parker, chief of the 
Bureau of Insular Affairs, in his an- 
nual report for the fiscal year, 1929, 
submitted today. 

Extension of the coastwise laws to 
the Philippines, he contended, ‘‘would 
be prejudicial to the interests of the 
islands and it is at least doubtful 
whether it would ultimately benefit 
American shipping.’’ 

“If Philippine and Porto Rican 
products are to enter the continental 
United States subject to duties such 
as are imposed on foreign goods, 
then those dependencies should be 
accorded the correlative right to col- 
lect duties upon products of the con- 
tinental United States entering their 
ports,’’ he said. 

Turning to general conditions .in 
the Philippines, General Parker said 
that economic progress was neces- 
sarily slow, but on the whole the 
year had been a satisfactory one. 


Trade Gains With Philippines. 


Revenues of the Insular Govern- 
ment for the fiscal year exceeded 
expenditures, and in December, 1928, 
there was a net unappropriated cash 
surplus of $6,589,633. The net bonded 
indebtedness as of June 30, 1929, was 
$85,517,000, against which there were 
accumulated sinking funds amount- 
ing to $21,759,105.71. 

The value of the external trade of 
the Philippines for the calendar year 
1928 registered a total of $289,711,444, 
as against $271,425,557 in 1927, an in- 
crease of about 6.6 per cent. Im- 
ports increased in value from $115,- 
851,472 in 1927 to $134,656,893 ‘in 1928, 
or 16.2 per cent, while exports de- 
creased from $155,574,085 in:1927 to 
$155,054,546 in 1928, or about three- 
tenths of 1 per cent. 

The balance of trade continued in 
favor of the islands, but was reduced 
from $39,722,614 in 1927 to $20,397,648 
in 1928. 

Of the total external trade 69 per 
cent was with the United States. Ex- 
ports from the United States amount- 
ed to over $83,500,000, an increase in 
value of more than 17 per cent. 


Tells of Porto Rico Conditions. 


In Porto Rico the effect of the 
destructive hurricane of September, 
1928,:dominated conditions. 

The Treasury, however, showed a 
‘ash balance of $816,555 in July 1, 
1929, out of receipts which aggre- 
gated $15,650,685. 
The floating debt was $1,945,833 
and the bonded debt was $25,285,000, 
with $18,386,300 more for the munic-. 
ipalities. 

In the external trade, consignments 
from the United States and from 
foreign countriés showed an increase

States.

Soviet Returning Mennonites of 
German Descent Although Reich 
Woald Admit 4,000.

RECORD SMOKE SCREEN 
HIDES CANAL’S LOCKS 


Largest Ever Set Off in Panama 
Tests Causes Vessels to Sound 
Fog Signals. 


Special Cable to Taz New Yor«e Tnars. 
BALBOA, Nov. 21.—The largest 
smoke screen ever set off in the ex- 
periments of the Chemical Warfare 
Section here completely covered the 
Pacific locks of the Panama Canal 
at Pedro Miguel and Miraflores to- 
day and vessels in the canal soon 
began sounding fog signals as a light 
rain held*the smoke close to the 
ground. 
Today’s was the first experiment 
with a screen several miles in area, 
and tomorrow the test will be com- 
pleted with many airplanes from 
Brance Field‘ hovering overhead, try-' 
ing to spot the locks and other vital 
structures of the canal which the 
screen is intended to conceal. An ex- 
periment on a _ small scale with 
smoke pots, set off around the Pedro 
Miguel locks last year, prompted this 
trial on a larger scale. 
When huge candles of phosphorus 
were lighted on the tops of the hills 
surrounding the Pacific locks this 
morning the Green Mountains sud- 
denly appeared to be active vol- 
canoes. In less than half an hour the 
drfting clouds.of smoke completely 
blotted out the locks from observa- 
tion and photography by the planes 
overhead. The test tomorrow will be 
on a more elaborate scale after the 
experience gained today.

HAUL BY RAILWAYS SOUGHT 





Legitimate Goods Substituted for 
Smuggled on Way From Docks 
to Railways, It Is Sald. 





WASHINGTON, Nov. 21 UP).—Con- 
ferences at which it was hoped to 
lay plans to stop reported smuggling 
between docks and railroad stations 
in New York City were started today 
between customs officials and rep- 
resentatives of leading railroads and 
steamship lines. 

The conference was called by Com- 
missioner of Customs Eble, who pre- 
sented to the railroad and steamship 
officials figures to show smugglers 
were bringing in large quantities of 
valuable merchandise, billing it to 
an inland customs port and switch- 
ing shipments while they were being 
carried by truck from the steam- 
ship docks to the railroad trains to 
complete their journey. 

R. N. Collyer, chairman of the 
Trunk Line Railway Association, 
said the railroad officials would take 
under consideration the commis- 
sioner’s proposition that the railroads 
take over the trucking between the 
docks and railroads in New York. 
He added, however, he did not be- 
lieve there would be any decision for 
some time. 

Trucking of foreign merchandise 
between steamships and railroads in 
New York is done by bonded truck- 
men, but the bond is only $500. 

Merchandise may be billed as a cer- 
tain article, Elbe said, and in reality 
be jewelry or furs. On the way to 
the railroad from the dock the valu- 
able merchandise is. removed, he 
said, and goods called for in the bill 
of lading are substituted, so that

Calis McManus “Best Loser.’’ 

Mr. Solomon-Boston proved to be of 
great value to the defense when 
James D. C. Murray, counsel for Mc- 
Manus, took him in hand. He gave 
testimony tending to weaken the 
State’s contention that McManus had 
killed Rothstein because the game 
had been croxvked. McManus, who 
Jost $51,000 in cash at the play, was 
“the best loser I ever saw,’’ testified 
the witness. , 

Cross-examined by the defense, 
Bowe and Meehan declared that Mc- 
Manus had never expressed resent- 
ment against Rothstein because of 
the poker loss. The defense brought 
out that the slain gambler and the 
defendant had dined together in the 
interval between the card game and 


the murder. They had chatted fre- 
quently at Lindy’s, a Broadway res- 
taurant described as. Rothstein’s 
“‘banc-out.’’ 

t Cnarles H. Norris, Chief Med- 
ical Examiner, described the wound 
in the groin which caused Roth- 
stein’s death, two days after his 
wounding, in the Polyclinic Hospital. 
The clothing worn by Rothstein 
when shot was produced and iden- 
tified. The gambler’s shoes, socks, 
underwear and vest were missing. 
Dr. Norris could not tell what had 
become of them. He admitted, how- 
ever, that no tear had appeared in 
the vest to correspond to the bullet 
perforation in Rothstein’s coat. 

The defense lawyer showed by the 
trend of his cross-examination of the 
doctor that McManus expected to 
suggest that Rothstein had not been 
Ghee in the hotel room. Mr. Murray 
sought to show that it would have 
been physically impossible for the 
wounded man to walk 200 feet along 
the corridor and then descend three 
flights of stairs. Dr. Norris ad- 
mitted that Rothstein probably had 
been in anguish, but refused to con- 
cede that he could not have made 
his way to the servants’ exit where 
he was discovered. 

Public Excluded From Trial. 

Judge Nott opened court at 10:30 
A. M. The public benches were all 
filled at that hour, although the 
court attendants and the police de- 
tail had excluded the general public.

Mrs. Putnam Heard Shot. 


“The other witness, Mrs. Marian 
A. Putnam, had approached the ele- 
vators to descend to the lobby to buy 
papers or a magazine. She came to 
the elevator and heard loud voices, 
& curse—bang! She was frightened, 
naturally, and started back to her 
room. She looked back and saw a 
man, two hands on his abdomen. 
He raised his face. She will be un- 
able to say whether there was anger 
or anguish on his face.’’ 

It was just a step, he continued, 
from the point where Mrs. Putnam 
saw the man to the entrance to the 
servants’ stairway leading to the 
ground floor of the hotel. Skipping 
the stairway, Mr. Brothers described 
the layout of the ground-floor exit 
for the hotel employes. There was 
a desk there, and a watchman, a 
timekeeper and’ another man, whose 
functions he did not at the moment 
recall, were on duty. Their duty 
was to halt any one entering except 
employes and to examine bundles 
carried out by members of the staff. 

“This figure,’’ said Mr. Brothers, 
‘“‘with hands clasped to the abdomen, 
was seen. Rothstein made his way 
to the desk and said, ‘I’m shot.’ The 
night watchman went to the corner 
and got Policeman Davis. The po- 
liceman returned and asked Roth- 
stein who had shot him. ‘f won’t 
tell you,’ Rothstein replied.”’ 

Mr. Brothers told how Rothstein 
had been treated on the spot by a 
doctor. He said that. Burdette N. 
Divers, then chief house detective at 
the Park Central, would be called by 
the State. Divers, he said, had 
searched Room 349. Mr. Murray 
again objected, but the court said 
he would let the statement stand 
pending direct testimony. 

Detective Joseph Daly, the prose- 
cutor said, eard of the shooting and 
went to Polyclinic Hospital to talk 
to Rothstein, whom he knew. Roth- 
stein was too ill to be seen. 

“Daly talked to some of the people 
outside the room at the hospital,’”’ 
said Mr. Brothers, ‘‘and got some in- 
formation. He went to Lindy’s res- 
taurant and go more information. He 
went to Room 349. It was locked. 
He and other detectives looked up 
Divers and the door was opened. 

“They found the light burning. 
The shades were pulled down. They 
found glasses, some ginger ale and 
some whisky. In the bureau drawer 
they found some — sheets and 
handkerchiefs bearing initials simi- 
lar to this defendant’s. In the closet 
they found an overcoat bearing his 
name. 

“They drew up the shades and in 
the north window and found that the 
upper corner of the ty screen had 
been broken out, so that it was open. 
While they were standing there, 
looking for blood, of which they 
found none, the telephone rang. It 
was answered by Divers. Three men 
came up. 

“They were Frank.and Thomas Mc- 
Manus, brothers of the defendant, 
and Hyman Biller. They had some 
talk there and the men finally went 
away. The detectives did not know 
where George A. 
Frank McManus and his wife were 
staying at the hotel. The detectives 
went to their room and got Mc- 
Manus’s private: telephone number. 
The operator refused, because it was 
a private number, to tell the street 
address. The detectives didn’t get 
it until two days later, the day Roth- 
stein died.’”’ 

Mr. Brothers then introduced a new 
figure in the case, William or Willie 
Assenheim, chauffeur to McManus, 
who has two cars. According to the 
State, the chauffeur went to Mc- 
Manus’s home, a seven-room apart- 
ment on the tenth floor at 51 River- 
side Drive, on the night Rothstein 
was wounded.

Dr. Norris Wescribes Wound. 
Dr. Norris, a big man, settled into 


the witness chair, easy in bearing 
as one who had often testified. He 
said that he had been a physician 
for thirty-seven years and was grad 
uated from the College of Physicians 
and Surgeons at Columbia. He ex- 
plained the routine of his duties. He 
told of the autopsy which he had 
performed on the body of Rothstein, 
the evening he died. 

He described the path of the bul- 
let. It entered low on Rothstein’s 
right side and took a downward 
course, without making an exit 
wound. Death, he said, had been 
due to one and shock, the septic 
condition rhs Fon agat a bronchial 
pneumonia in th lungs, a usual 
development, On his direct examina- 
tion by Mr. Brothers the Medical 
Examiner produced the leaden slug 
ae ae extracted from Rothstein's 

The bullet was marked in evidence. 
The clothing was then held up before 
the jury and identified. The suit 
was dark blue with a white pencil 
stripe. The garments were badly 
wrinkled. The bullet had made a 
hole in the skirt of the coat and 
near the right pocket of the trousers. 
The only mark on the body, said 
Dr. Norris, aside from the wound, 
was a trifling abrasion on the side 
of the right calf. 

Mr. Murray, taking the witness 
over for cross-examination, ques- 
tioned Dr. Norris on the missing 
clothing and shoes. Dr. Norris said 
he assumed they had been turned 
over to the police, but admitted that 
he had not seen this done, nor did 
he have any idea where the clothes 
were now. 

The defense lawyer then put a se- 
ries of questions seemingly designed 
to show that Rothstein had been so 
badly wounded that he would not 
have walked from the room to the 
ground floor. He pointed out that 
he would have had to traverse 190 
feet of corridor before reaching the 
stairway. 

‘“‘Would a wound in the abdomen 
be painful?’’ he said to the witness. 

“IT was never shot in the abdo- 
men,’”’ said Dr. Norris. 

‘‘Would you say it was pleasur- 
able?’’ 

“‘No; rather annoying.”

“Employers hesitate to hire aged 
men and pay a higher rate on their 
compensation insurance,’’ he c¢on- 
tinued, ‘‘as old men are more likely 
to be injured in industrial accidents 
than younger men.” 

Senator Mastick said that poverty 
does not constitute a crime, but is 
an economic condition which the 
State is bound in some way or other 
to reeognize. He estimated that 
41,000 persons in the State more than 
70 years old would be subject to old 
age relief and that the cost of such 


a law would bé $12,000,000 annually, 
at the rate of a@ Month to each 
applicant. 


“T do not believe there should be 
a fixed minimum age for persons 
seeking old age relief,’’ he said, ‘‘as 
such a_ stipulation would impose 
hardships on helpless people younger 
than the minimum.”

WASHINGTON, Nov... 21.—Amer- 
ican wool growers won a victory 
when the Senate, by a vote of 44 to 
26, late today rejected the Finance 
Committee amendment to reduce to 
the existing rate of 31 cents the duty 
levied in the House tariff bill of 34 
cents a pound on high-grade raw 
wolls. The vote had the effect of re- 
taining tke increase of 3 cents a 
pound over existing law, as voted by 
the House, 

While the Senate worked on the 
wool schedule and moved toward this 
important vote, the House concurred 
in the adjournment resolution passed 
by the Senate yesterday. 

The House will adjourn a few min- 
utes after it meets tomorrow and the 
Senate some time before 10 o’clock 
tomorrow night until the regular ses- 
sion convenes on Dec. 2. 

Denunciation of the proposal to in- 
crease the raw wool rate and of the 
wool schedule in general was in- 
dulged in today by Democrats, in- 
cluding Senators Walsh of Massachu- 
setts and George of Georgia. But 
Western Senators, including Steiwer 
of Oregon, Thomas. of Idaho and 
Connally of Texas, led a successful 
drive for increased protection for 
sheep raisers. 


George Recalls Schedule K, 


“Make no mistake,’ Senator 
George said, ‘‘we cali this Schedule 
No. 11, but it, is the same old ob- 
noxious and ‘iniquitous Schedule K 
which the American people so well 
know. It is the same old schedule 
which introduced compensatory du- 
ties for the manufacturers and which 
will militate against everything you 
_ the farmer on the raw mate- 
rial.’’ 

Mr. Walsh said that the increased 
duty on raw wool used by 60 per cent 
of the textile manufacturers was 10 
per cent additional to the 60 per cent 
increase given’ in 1922 over the 
Payne-Aldrich rate. 

“With respect to wool rags,’’ he 
continued, ‘‘the chief material used 
by 40 per cent of the establishments 
engaged in the - manufacture of wool 
cloth and used in turn for making 
warm and suitable clothing for the 
middle and poorer classes, the pro- 
posed increase of duty is 100 per 
cent. The handling of Schedule K 
of the old wool schedule in the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff bill wrecked the 
Republican party in two elections. 

“The excessive advance in the duty 
on wool in the Fordney-McCumber 
tariff of 1922 contributed largely to 
increasing the Democratic strength 
in the House of Representatives and 
giving the Democratic party only 
one vote less than necessary to con- 
trol the Senate;” 

Reports of an agreement between 
Western wool growers and Eastern 
wool product manufacturers to sup- 
port each other in the basic and com- 
ponsatory duties agitated the Senate. 

n some quarters it was forecast that 
the Democratic-Progressive coalition 
might refuse to raise the compensa- 
tory duties to correspond with the in- 
crease in the raw wool rate, although 
Chairman Smoot. of the * Finance 
Committee announced a plan for the 
levies on wool manufactures to be 
stepped up correspondingly. 

There are trospects of a fight to- 
morrow over the rate on wool rags. 
The present rate is 7% cents a pound, 
which the House increased to 8 cents. 
The Finance Committee tripled this 
to 24 cents.

URSES PARTY REFORMS 





Favors Formation of County Ad- 
visory Groups and Restoration 
of City Convention. 





Striking changes, not only in the 
organization of the Republican party 
but in the structure of the City Gov- 
ernment, were recommended yester- 
day by Jacob A. Livingston, chair- 
man of the executive committee of 
the Kings County Republican Com- 
mittee, in a statement to the enrolled 
Republican voters of Brooklyn. Mr: 
Livingston gave his view of the rea- 
sons for the diminishing vote in the 
city and State elections and told 
what, in his opinion, must be done 
to defeat Tammany. 

Asserting that attempts to ‘‘Repub- 
licanize a Democratic city’’ by nam- 
ing a Republican for Mayor had 
failed, Mr. Livingston declared that 
Republicans in the future should 
choose an independent Democrat as 
their candidate for Mayor, supported 
by a proper fusion ticket. To make 
this easier of accomplishment than 
at present he declared for the resto- 


ration of the city convention to nomi- 
nate candidates for city-wide offices. 


Urges Bipartisan Boards, 


Bipartisan control of the police 
and the schools by the, establishment 
of a bipartisan Police Commission 
and a bipartisan Board of Education 
also was urged by Mr. Livingston, 
who suggested that the bipartisan 
principle, now applicable only to 
the Tax Commission, the Board of 
Assessors and the Board of Elec- 
tions, be extended to include a bi- 
partisan Board of City Magistrates 
and a bipartisan Municipal Civil Ser- 
vice Commission. 

To reduce further the number of 
Democratic officials in the city, Mr. 
Livingston suggested that justices of 
tne Supreme Court should be ap- 
pointed by the Governor with the ad- 
vice and consent of the State Senate. 
This method of selection, he added, 
ag take the judiciary out of poli- 

cs. 

In his suggestions for a reorgani- 
zation of the Republican party, Mr. 
Livingston failed to recommend a 
city leader and went no further than 
to recommend the creation of an ad- 
visory committee for each county 
and the election of each county lead- 
er by the vote of all enrolled party 
members instead of by the Assembly 
district leaders as an present. He 
suggested the establishment of a 
“militant and humanizing’’ Republi- 
can party in the city and had some 
minor suggestions about bringing to- 
gether the ‘‘wet” and ‘‘dry’’ Repub- 
licans and those of the so-call 
higher stratum with ‘‘the mediocre 
and plain strata.’’ 


Reviews Past Campaigns. 


In giving the reasons for repeated 
Republican defeats since he became 
Brooklyn Republican leader in 1912, 
Mr. Livingston reviewed each cam- 


paign since that time. Re ding 
the result in Brooklyn at the beeear 
election, he said: 

‘In 1929 Walker carrieJ the county 
over La Guardia by 149,005. We con- 
ducted in this county, exclusive of 
clubhouse _—— fifty-five meet- 
ings well attended, postal cards for 
these meetings being addressed to 
the registered voters, and did every- 
thing we Ps could to bring 
about a victory. Reasons for defeat. 
Thousands of dry Republicans re- 
fused to support our candidate. 
Thousands of Republicans refused to 
support our candidate because of his 
nationality. We elected three Demo- 
cratic Justices of the City Court, ten 
Democratic Justices of the Munici- 


ed | Baldwin, 





pal Court, one Democratic Justice of 
the Supreme Court, twenty-three 
Democratic members of the em- 
bly and twenty-four Democratic 
members of the Board of Aldermen.”’ 
In his summary of the reasons for 
the repeated Republican defeats, Mr. 
Livingston listed as causes the great 
increase in the number of voters, 
with failure of the Republicans to 
get a fair share of those of forei 
extraction, the great increase in the 
number of city employes who vote 
the Tammany ticket, Republican 
transit le tion.at Albany, the in- 
jection-of prohibition. as a political 
issue, the enfranchisement of wo- 
men, with a greater rentage of 
Democratic women vo ;. the size 
of -the respective cam funds, 
estimated by Mr. Livingston‘as hav- 
ing been $1,500,000 for the Demo- 
$250,000 for the Republi- 
cans this year; inability to convince 
the voters that Tammany Hall could 
be beaten and repeated nomination 
of a Republican to head the anti- 
Tammany ticket. }

KOENIG TELLS OF MOVE 
TO STRENGTHEN PARTY 


Informs County Committee That 
Conferences Are Being Held 
_to Formalate Plan. 





Samuel S. Koenig, Manhattan Re- 
publican leader, told members of the 
Republican county committee, meet- 
ing at the New Palm Garden last 
night for the first time since the 
election, that conferences of promi- 
nent party men and women were 
being held continually with a view 
to forming a harmonious plan to 
strengthen the party. 

“T feel at the present moment,”’ 
said Mr. Koenig, ‘‘that we should not 





take up any matters that perhaps 
are occupying the minds of our, 


friends. Perhaps it would be better | 
to leave that to some occasion more ' 
appropriate. The party workers are 
to be congratulated on the splendid 
fight they made under very adverse 
conditions. 

“This is not the time to analyze re- 
sults, but for your information I 
can tell you that there are plans un- 
der consideration for the good and 
welfare of the party in the city and 
the State. Men and women of all 
shades of opinion are conferring in 
an effort to get a harmonious plan 
to strengthen the party. These plans 
have not yet reached the stage where 
a fair report is justified. But I can 
assure you that these conferences are 
going on and will continue, and we 

ope as a result of them to establish 
a vigorous party in the city and cer- 
tain parts of the State.”’ 

Mr. Koenig by inference replied to 
critics who voiced their objections 
to him after the defeat. New York 
County, he said, had something to 
point to, in that the Republicans of 
the county had returned the only Re- 
publican Assemblymen from the city 
and had also elected the only four 
Republican Aldermen. He introduced 
the eight successful candidates, As- 
semblymen Lefkowitz, Moffat, Riv- 
ers and Perkins, and the Aldermen, 
Manzelo, Hawkins and 
Moore, who rose to receive the ap- 
plause of the committee members. 

‘“‘We are under great obligation,”’ 
said Mr. Koenig, ‘‘to the man who 
led the fight for us when others did 
not want to, and the party is indebted 
to that man, Major La Guardia.” 
Applause followed this statement.

VARIED INDUSTRIES 
IN PRISONS URGED 


Massachusetts Official Says 
Concentration on Few Lines 
Arouses Opposition. 





TRADE SCHOOLS PRAISED 





E. C. Bagley Tells Crime Board of 
Results Achieved by Fitting 
Convict to Suitable Job. 





Two Massachusetts officials told of 
the prison industries of their State 
at an all-day meeting of the New 
York State Crime Commission at the 
Bar Association Building yesterday. 
Members of the commission, of 
which State Senator Caleb H. 
Baumes is chairman, agreed that the 
prison industrial work in that State 
was the best they had studied. 

Edward C. Bagli€y, Deputy Com- 
missioner of ;Correction, and How- 
ard B. Gill, ‘superintendent of the 
State Prison Colony at Norfolk, out- 
lined the work being ‘done in Massa- 
chusetts. Mr. Bagley was before the 
commission for three hours in the 
morning, while Mr. Gill consumed 
all but-the last fifteen minutes of the 
three and one-half hour afternoon 
session. ; 

‘Mr. Bagley ‘discussed the sale of 
the products of prison industry, and 
the question-of putting the prisoners 
to work. He said “excellent results 
had béen. obtaitied through fitting 
the individual prisoner to a suitable 
job. He explained that diversified 
industries had been established, with 
close attention to the probable op- 
portunities for work which the 
prisoner would have when released. 


Tells of Trade School Benefits. 


Mr. ley mentioned that stock- 

ing making had been transferred 
from the men’s to the women’s 
prison ten years ago. Thomas S. Rice 
of the commission commented that 
Sing Sing prisoners object strenu- 
ously to making stockings, contend- 
ing that it is ‘‘women’s work,’ and 
Mr. Bagley said that the stocking 
—e shotld be removed from Sing 
Sing for.that.reason. 
Mr. Bagley said that the improved 
spirit manifested by the prisoners 
after trade schools were established 
had resulted in more work being ac- 
complished in the half-day still de- 
voted to industry than had been ac- 
commpeanot previously in the full 
ay. 

Mr. re. d recommended that the 
New York law requiring State and 
municipal departments to buy prison- 
made goods be amended to provide 
“teeth,”’ as in his State. In Massa- 
chusetts, he explained, the Commis- 
sioner of Correction has the power 
to stop payment on orders for goods 
which could have been supplied by the 

risons and to recommend prosecu- 
ion to the District Attorney. 


Criticizes Atlanta Prison. 


Mr. Gill declared that opposition to 
prison industries by business and la- 
bor, was due to putting prison-made 





goods on the market below the cur- 
rent price and -to concentration 
prison labor on one or two products 
so that the market was glutted. A 
fair-price policy, diversification of 


prison industries and....com 
frankness and ubligt? about all 
business affairs, Mr. Gill said, would 


vie out all opposition. . 
r. Gill-cited Atlanta Penitentiary, 
where he said. practically the wh 
prison population was employed: in 
the manufacture of cotton goods, as 
an example of the bad effects of con- 
centration. 

“The result is a growing opposi- 
tion on the part of the textile manu- 
facturers,’’ he said, ‘‘which will 
eventually put the prison industry out 
of business, as it should be put out 
of business.’’ 

Mr. Gill also told of the new prison 
at Norfolk, which is being construc- 
ted largely by convict labor, working 
in cooperation with the labor unions 
and side by side with union laborers.

impro the parole system in the 
State. e commission will meet 
again at 10 o’clock this morning. 


FEDERAL PRISONS HELD 
12,833 AT END OF JUNE 


From 6,000-to 9,000 Were'Also

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.— The 
number of inmates of all Federal 
prisons increased during the year 
ended June 30, according to statistics 
made public today by the Depart- 
ment of Justice. i 
In Federal prisons, reformatories 
und State prisons at the close of the 
fiscal year there were 12,833 con- 
victs, not including part-time prison- 
ers in county and city jails, of which 
there was an average of from 6, 


to 9,000. 

Of the total 3,589 were convicted 
under the Volstead law, 2,234 for 
rarcotic violations, 1,515 for trans- 
porting stolen automobiles, 903 for 
violating the postal laws, 211 for 
slayings and 148 for robbery.

on our list famous men, represent- 
ing many fields of endeavor and 
achievement. Today we have three 
honorary members— Elihu Root, 
Charles Evans Hughes and Thomas 
A. Edison. Of all of our honorary 
members, Mr, Edison holds the rec- 
ord for the longest term of mem- 
mership, having been elected on 
Oct. 7, 1889, a little more than forty 

ago. 
"Oar edecessors in the chamber 
recognized only ten years after Mr. 
Edison's great triumph with the 
filament lamp that he had already 
added greatly to the world’s knowl- 
edge and to human advancement. 
With a further forty years of sci- 
entific discovery and invention we 
cannot fail to recognize how wise 
and how foresighted those members 
were when they elected him an 
honorary member. 

His manifold contributions have 
been so widely heralded in the re- 
cent celebration of Light’s Golden 
Jubilee that there is no occasion 
for my detailing them. 

May I say only this as a personal 
experience: 

I went to Mexico in 1881 and Mr. 
Edison asked me to send him bam- 
bro in all the varieties found there. 
I did so, but none proved superior 
to that from China, which he was 
already using. 

Much of the time I lived under 
canvas and when opportunity per- 
mitted I drove a nail through a 
board, skewered a candle on it and 
read far into the night with en- 
tire satisfaction. Now in the eve- 
ning I read by the. reflected light 
of a ‘“Luminator’ with a single 
bulb of 300 candle power. And this 
contrast may be taken as a meas- 
ure of the superior advantages we 
now enjoy and to which our guest 
has contributed so largely. 

I shall first introduce the man 
and then the portrait will be un- 
veiled. 

May I now present to you, Thomas 
A. Edison. 





Murray Butler, president of Colum- 
bia University, is one of the most 
scholarly of modern Americans. At 
the age of 16 he entered Colum- 
bia University, from which he took 
his A. B., A. M. and Ph. D. de- 
grees in 1882, 1883 and 1884, re- 
spectively. Upon his return from 
continued studies abroad in the uni- 
versities of Paris and Berlin he 
became an instructor at Columbia 
University, rising through all the 
professional degrees until he be- 
came, in 1890, Dean of the Faculty 
of Philosophy. Meanwhile, in ad- 
dition to his duties at the university 
he found time to study the educa- 
tional systems of. the State and 
city and to compile statistics and 
official documents relating to them. 
He was president of Barnard Col- 
lege and the first president of the 
New York College for the Training 
of Teachers (now eee College 
of Columbia University). 

On the resignation of Seth Low, 
then eleventh president of the uni- 
versity, to become fusion candi- 
date for Mayor of New York City, 
to which office he was elected, Dr. 
Butler was appointed acting presi- 
dent. On June 6, 1902, he was 
elected president. 

While having a genius for keep- 
ing in his hands in an unusual way 
the necessary facts connected with 
the university’s administration, he 
has found the time and energy to 
give to many varied public interests 
both in the United States and 
foreign countries. He has been one 
of the largest contributors to the 
literature of his profession; he has 
taken a prominent part in politics; 
he has been actively interested in 
many organizations outside the 
field of his proféssion, among 
which are the American Academy 
of Arts and Letters, the National: 
Institute of Arts and Letters, the 
Carnegie Endowment for Interna- 
tional Peace, the Cathedral of St. 
John the Divine, the New York 
Philharmonic Society and_ the 
Chamber of Commerce of the State 
of New York;he has received hon- 
orary degrees from twenty-four of 
the largest universities, both Amer- 
ican and foreign; he is Grand Of- 
ficer of the Legion of Honor and 
holds orders from Prussia, Greece, 
Serbia, Belgium, Poland and Italy. 

To those who know him his versa- 
tility is a constant source of won- 
der. With apparent equal apti- 
tude he discusses .philosophy, poli- 
tics, literature, finance; educational 
theory and administration. As a 
student he is thorough; as a thinker 
he is logical, consistent and honest. 
We regard him as an example of 
the most progressive element in 
contemporary educational life, and

In 
the Spring of 1879 he studied at 
Cambridge University, and later at 
Coburg, Germany. He then re- 
turned to be appointed immediately 
Fellow in Biology at Princeton 
where he was later made Professor 
of Comparative Anatomy. He had 
held the DeCosta Chair of Biology 
at Columbia University for nine- 
teen years when, in 1910, he retired 
from active service at the uni- 
versity but became connected with 
the American Museum of Natural 
History as the founder of the 
Department of Vertebrate Pale- 
ontology. 

From this beginning at the 
museum his activities have con- 
stantly broadened, as curator, ad- 
ministrator, and, since 1908, as head 
of that great institution. During 
his administration he has been in- 
strumental in assembling in the 
museum the most extensive collec- 
tion of vertebrate fossils in exist- 
ence, and has introduced several 
new departments. 

One of Dr. Osborn’s greatest and 
most lasting contributions to our 
common knowledge is his constant 
activity as a moving force behind 
the expeditions that have gone to 
all corners of the earth in search 
of fossil specimens. He has him- 
self accompanied parties in the 
field; he has been their executive 
force; he has contributed finan- 
cially; and he has bro t to bear 
the incalculable weight of his wide 
experience and deep knowledge.

ROCHESTER PLANS — 
TO BEAUTIFY CITY 


Program Embraces Streets, Parks 
and Civic Centre—Expert 
Completes Initial Survey.

ROCHESTER, Nov. 21.—The first 
steps in a city planning program, by 
which Rochester would be laid out 
with mechanical precision but with 
an eye to beauty, recreation and 
physical problems as well, were 
taken today when Harland Bartholo- 
mew, professional city planner, pre- 
sented the first of six development 
programs to the new City Planning 
Commission. 

Mr. Bartholomew’s first program, 
dealing entirely with streets, is de- 
signed to look nearly half a century 
into the future, with an anticipated 
population three times as large as 
now. 

Early in 1980 he will report on the 
civic centre plans, recreational de- 
velopment, parks, transportation, 
steam railroads, traffic problems, 
beautification and other problems. 

The street plan is concerned chiefly 
with widening and extension in the 
downtown districts where, Bartholo- 
mew said, conditions present a more 
serious problem than in other cities 
of the same size. The plan contem- 
plates caring for greater traffic de- 


mands and also the prevention of 
further jogs and dead-end streets, of 
which there are 1,700 in Rochester, 
Mr. Bartholomew said.

Naval Conference, President Hoover 
has given one more. proof of the 
high importance which he attaches 
to their task. The negotiation will 
be delicate and difficult. In Eng- 
land at present the expectation is 
that it will extend over at least two 


’ months. There will be many con- 


flicting points of view to reconcile 
and differing national demands to 
reduce to unanimous agreement. 
For the ultimate purposes of our 
domestic politics, Mr. Hoover has 


_ gelected two Senators, one a Repub- 


lican and one a Democrat. They will 
be accompanied to London by two 
Cabinet Ministers and will be joined 
by three Ambassadors. It is par- 
ticularly fortunate that the Presi- 


, dent is to avail himself of the ser- 


vices of Mr. Morrow. His reputa- 
tion, already high and built higher 
. by his work in Mexico, his familiar- 
ity with conditions and personalities 
in Europe, his ability to grasp com- 
plicated affairs, his flexible resource 
and patience in conference—all 
these qualities indicate him as just 
the man for the confidential and 
critical work now to be assigned to 
him. 

The debicton to ask Secretary 
ApaMs to go along. with Secretary 
STIMSON is apparently intended to 
reassure any of our naval experts 
who may have felt a little worried 
about possible dévelopments at Lon- 
don. Mr.,ADAMS may not rank as & 
great authority in technical matters 
connected with the navy, but he is 
the head of the Navy Department, 
and is to have with him as skilled 
aides, who know~all- that-is to- be 
known -about our naval problems, 
Admiral JONES and Admiral PRaTr.

JUVENILE DELINQUENTS. 


It would be of public interest to 
know -how. the increase in juvenile 
arrests for ten months of 1929, re- 
ported by Commissioner WHALEN, 
as compared with those of the like 
period in 1915, is to be related to 
the figures in Commissioner PATTER- 
SON’S report of last July. They 
showed a “ persistent decrease in the 
“ percentage of prisoners between 16 
“and 21 for 1916 to 1928.” Accord- 
ing to that report, there was not 
only a-relative decrease during the 
period, but an encouraging: diminu- 
tion in*actual numbers, the ratio of 
thejuvenile prisoners to the total 
number admitted to city institutions 
remaining practically stationary for 
the last four years. Justice Hoyt 
of the Children’s Court reported a 
few months ago that juvenile delin- 
quency began to show a falling off 
in.his court after 1912 to 1917, when 
it-rose slightly during the war, and 
then from 1918 fell or remained sta- 
tionary till 1925, since which time 
there has. been a perceptible rise. 
There seems to. be nothing to fore- 
shadow such a startling increase as 
Commissionér WHALEN reports (114 
per-cent). What occurs between ar- 
rest and imprisonment may give a 
more hopeful view. May it not be 
probation ? 

At. best, the matter is serious. 
Commissioner WHALEN’S proposed 
cooperation between the Police De- 
partment and the social agencies in 
reaching individual boys who are in 
the way of becoming delinquent— 
hanging. around _ pool-rooms and 
speakeasies and in other unwhole- 
some surroundings—is excellent, It 
would be. still better if the social 
agencies were adequately equipped 
to give attention to these individual 
boys, one by one. For “ mass »re- 
form” is impracticable, except as 
playgrounds, boys’ clubs, improved 
dwellings and the like furnish better 
environment. But brothers in the 
same physical environment 'live in 
varying mental environments due to 
their varying intelligence, emotional 
natures and other traits. The delin- 
quents are found to be duller than 
others, except in mechanical ability. 
This suggests junior trade schools as 
one means ofsturning to good ends 
talent that, left ‘to itself, tends to 
bere a menace.

ROMANCE IN THE ANTARCTIC. 


Commander Byrp’s flight to the 
Queen Maud Mountains, 440 miles 
distant, and back to Little America 
had gratifying results. The naviga- 
tion left nothing to be desired. When 
the mountains were reached the fly- 
ing party was more than half-way 
to the South Pole, and a spot not 
far from Mount Nansen, whose rug- 
gedness AMUNDSEN admired, was 
selected for a supply base. There a 
monument of fuel and oil cans was 
made: and a cache. of rations laid 
down. Pictures of the mountains 
were taken. Moving pictures, which 
should be seen in New York next 
year, were not forgotten. A pass 
for flying through the mountains 
seems to have been found. With fa- 
vorable weather ByrpD should be at 
the South Pole nine or ten hours 
after leaving Little America. With 
dog-sleds the journey took AMUND- 
SEN fifty-six days. 

An experience that must have 
elated Commander BYRD was safe 
landing with:skis on hard snow fur- 
rowed like flint. The speed with 
which a plane is driven along in the 
Antarctic impressed the fliers when 
they saw below them, looking like 
immovable midgets, the men of the 
geological party. There had been 
anxiety when a leak of fuel occurred 
on the way to the mountains. For- 
tunately, by quick recourse to, in- 
ner tanks, the plane was kept going. 
A forced: landing was not necessary 
until a . point. ninety-five miles 
from Little America on the way 
back. There “all three motors,” 
said. the Commander afterward, 
“quit at once.” The landing on the 
sastrugi was a model of dexterity. 
Fifty gallons of gas, intended for 
the mountain base but poured into 
the tanks for the return trip, should 
apparently have been enough, but 
the leak was as bad as ever. With 
the plane down, the reserve machine, 
left behind at the base, was urgently 
needed, and was: soon on the scene 
with reserve fuel. It returned when 
the big plane failed to appear at 
Little..America. Hours had _ been 
spent by the Byrd party in trying 
to get their plane started. One 
trouble was a frozen magneto. But 
the plane, with the engines warmed 
up, was soon ready to take to the 
air. 

The success of Byrp’s expedition 
depends upon the airplanes. One 
he lost in a storm in King Edward 
VII Land last February, and it will 
be replaced when the supply ships 
come back from New Zealand. The 
preliminary flight to the mountains 
brought out ‘qualities of initiative, 
energy, team-work and good nature 
in the crew that proved that it could 
be depended upon in any emergency. 
The full reports by radio to THE 
TIMES make thrilling reading, and 
show that the day of romantic 
adventure is not past.

The 
original bond issue of  $300,000,000 
for the purpose of getting rid of 
grade crossings provided that. the 
railroad company was to bear half 
the cost, and the other half was to 
be divided between the State and the 
county or city. Owing to the difficul- 
ty of raising the local contributions, 
several important projects were 
delayed. The change in the law, 
made in'1927, seeks to make it easier 
for the State to provide for financ- 
ing its share.’ But the delays: are 
still many, and the actual difficulties 
of doing the work without blocking 
traffic have in Some cases made the 
process slow as well as costly. Itis 
evidently with the desire to speed up 
the work rather than in any way to 
reflect on the Public Service Com- 
mission that. the. Governor’s pro- 
posal has been put forward.

THE NEW LATIN QUARTER. 


Perhaps. no section of any city, 
changing its character and: habits 
under the pressure of time, has 
aroused so much literary lament as 
that caused by the remolding of the 
Latin Quarter of Paris. In an arti- 
cle in the October number of Lec- 
tures pour Tous, ANDRE LAPHIN adds 
his voice to the chorus. The old 
Quartier Latin. is no more. In its 
place has come the great’ and still 
growing - Cité. Universitaire. Of 
course, the Musée de Cluny and the 
Tower of Saint-Germain-des-Prés 
are still there, but the old spirit is 
No more vagabonds in broad- 
brimmed, romantic hats, no more 
soft, flowing ties, no student berets, 
no vogue of long, waving hair. Of 
the famous cafés, only the names re- 
main—the Cluny, the Source, the 
Soufflet, the Deux-Magots. Now 
they are cafés de grand luxe, where 
their former patrons would be ill at 
ease. The Vachette is replaced by a 
bank. The Vieux-Colombier Theatre 
made famous by COPEAU is today a 
cinema palace. 

To offset the loss of so much 
glamour, M. .LAPHIN outlines. the 
enormous growth of the University 
City. The vast increase in the num- 
ber of schools, the infinite diversity 
of courses offered, the building of 
dormitories for students, the found- 
ing of cheap but pleasant tea rooms 
and restaurants, the information 
bureaus, the employment agencies 
for students, the influx of foreign 
students with their national founda- 
tions, the greatly increased number 
of women students—all these have 
come along with the gradual meta- 
morphosis of the old Latin Quarter. 
“At present, no city in the world 
“can compare with Paris as an 
“ educational centre.” 

In 1900 there were 11,000 students, 
of whom. 1,200 were foreigners. In 
1927, the latest date for which sta- 
tistics have heen compiled, there 
were inscribed in the five Faculties 
of Paris 26,108 students—18,893 
French and 7,215 foreigners. At 
that time 28 per cent of the student 
population: was foreign-born. In 
1921 there were only two. German 
students, but by 1928 their number 
had increased’ to. 502.. This flood 
from other nations is attributed not 
only to the changed character of the 
Latin Quarter, but to “the deveélop- 
“ment of means of communication, 
“the success of our arms, the rdéle 
“that our country has played in 
“world politics.” With pride M. 
LAPHIN notes this tribute. But he 
sees also a grave danger to the well- 
being of native students in this edu- 
cational invasion. Foreign students 
and foreign countries appear to be 
wealthier than France and her stu- 
dents. There is danger that the 
young intellectuals of France will be 
choked out, disregarded in their own 
country. With money and leisure at 
their disposal, it is the foreigners 
within her’ gates who launch the 
literary and artistic styles in Paris. 

A happier view was taken by. a 
writer in La Nouvelle Europe re- 
cently. He saw the mingling ‘of 
many nationalities.in the Cité Uni- 
versitaire ‘not as ‘a menace to 
French intellectual growth, but as a 
fortunate means of encouraging the 
youth of different nations to know 
and understand and like each other 
—in short, as one of the most pow- 
erful and happy means of interna- 
tional good-will and peace.

Seme doctors say that. our health 
would be. better if we did not, watch 
it so, closely, but whether: that is true 
or not, we do watch it, and. the 
penny scale is.one device for check- 
ing up on it. 

Scale distributers have been going 
over their. accounts and.find that 
weighing is on the increase. As 
more pounds are taken off, more 
people mount. the trembling plat- 
form and anxiously watch the indi- 
cator swing around. In New York 
so many people weigh that the scale 
manufacturers can afford to © bet 
with them on their guess about 
weight. If you guess right you get 
your penny back. 

In. Oklahoma City there are only 
ninety penny scales. -The citizens 
pay $27,000 a year to see if they 
have gained or lost, That is a lot 
of pennies, but the average is only 
$25 a month per scale. That sum 
is not a bad return on a very moder- 
ate investment. 

Los Angeles,. with less than ten 
times as many people, has almost 
100 times as many scales. It is only 
to be expected that they would. pay 
well,. as the eighteen-day diet and 
the movie ambitions of half the pop- 
ulation make weighing a necessity. 
Besides, the California weather is a 
help to the business, as overcoats, 
which discourage prospective weigh- 
ers, do not have to be shed to get 
an accurate answer to the penny.

It may be contended that men are 
sent to Congress, not platforms.

What boots it the 
right to vote if the right to shape the 
policies of government does not exist? 
In England, had a coalition of oppos- 
ing parties destroyed the efforts of 
the Labor group, the issue would 
have immediately’ been referred to 
the people, and the’ future policy of 
the government regulated by the re- 
sult thereof.

LIGHTERAGE CHARGES. 


New Jersey Railroads Must Absorb 
Cost of River Transfer. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In a recent issue of THz TiMEs ap- 
peared a news item entitled ‘‘Jersey 
Fights Free Lighterage.’’ 

In the first place, it may be well to 
say that there is no such thing as 
‘‘free’’ lighterage in New York Har- 
bor. The rail carriers publish rates 
that include the cost of lighterage, 
also rates that apply to their ter- 
minals only. Rates between New 
York and .Chicago as’well as other 
Western points include lighterage, 
competition rendering this necessary. 

As is known, the New York Central 
has a direct rail connection with 
Manhattan Island, which enables that 
road to make deliveries from the 
Harlem River to St. John’s Park at 
New York rates. 

To meet this competition railroads 
terminating in Jersey City or Hobo- 
ken have of necessity to absorb the 
cost of getting freight across ‘the 
Hudson River. if these roads undér- 
took to add to their terminal rates, 
which are the same as those pub- 
lished to and from New York, the 
cost of river transfer, the excess over 
rates of the New York Central would 
be so great’as to divert to that road 
practically every pound. of competi- 
tive freight handled in both direc- 
tions. This would mean a serious 
loss to New Jersey, and it is diffi- 
cult to believe that any one having 
the interests of that State at heart 
could foster such an illogical and un- 
desirable plan with a view to putting 
it into effect.

‘The arguments put forth by the 
Society for the. Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals fer the abolition of the 
ordinance requiring muzzling of dogs 
in New York City require serious at- 
tention and resistance. 

The reasons which prompted the 
enactment of this ordinance still ex- 
ist. Muzzling has little or no effect 
upon the prevalence of rabies 
among dogs, the society contends, 


has prevented a greater number ot 
persons from being bitten. It was 
amazing to read that in New York 
City alone, in 1928, 6,000 persons 
were’ bitten by dogs. One can read- 
ily visualize the situation and the 
greater. number of- persons that 
would have been bitten if dogs had 
been allowed to go’ unmuzzled. I am 
as great a friend of the dog as any 
man,- but under the conditions of 
congestion and overcrowding in this 
city I see great need for limitation 
of the dog’s freedom. 

It is a, matter of common knowl- 
edge that even the ordinance requir- 
ing the muzzling of dogs is not ade- 
quately enforced, ©The 6,000 cases 
demonstrate this. If the ordinance is 
repealed and the one suggested by 
the society substituted, the number 
of persons bitten by dogs will in- 
crease. The suggested ordinance re- 
quiring all. dogs’ be kept on leash is 
absurd if the dog is not muzzled. 
The ordinance would never be en- 
forced and the real purpose of the

OPPOSES NEW NAME NOW 





Report Voices Readiness, However, 
for Merger With Progressives 
and Workers in Future. 





Cooperation with non-partisan or 
independent groups for particular 
purposes or campaigns without com- 
promising the Socialist platform and 
principles is recommended in the re- 
port of the agenda committee of the 
Socialist city convention, which be- 
gins tomorrow. The section of the 
report dealing with future political 
policy, made public yesterday, also 
emphasizes the importance of build- 
ing up the Socialist» organization, 
welcomes a possible coalition with 
labor and progressives in a new 
party, even without the full Social. 
ist program, but finds no reason for 
changing the party name now. 

The recommendations on political 
policy occupied little of the commit- 
tee’s time, as there was no disagree- 
ment on any important question, ac- 
cording to the announcement from 
Socialist headquarters.

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Nov. 21.— 
Mal Stevens, head coach of the Yale 
eleven, said tonight that he plans 
to start against Harvard on Satur- 
day a surprise back-field quartet 
made up of Albie Booth, Don Mc- 
Lennan, Ned Austen and Harlan 
Ellis. 

His decision superseded the combi- 
nation of McLennan, quarterback; 
Sinead, left halfback; Miller, right 
halfback, and Dunn, fullback; shift- 
ed McLennan from quarterback -to 
halfback and reversed his statement 
of last night that he might not use 
Albie Booth during the game in the 
Cambridge Stadium. 

Although today’s practice, the final 
workout of the year here, was be- 
hind closely guarded gates inside the 
Bowl, it was given out that during 
the supervised scrimmage, which 
lasted nearly an hour, the Snead- 
Miller-Dunn combination was used. 

Stevens’s announcement was to- 
night. generally interpreted to mean 
that Yale will play a defensive game 
during the first period. Ellis and 
‘Austen are good forward-pass inter- 
cepters and are defensive stars, 
while Booth's punting ability per- 
haps exceeds that of any Crimson 
kicker. 

Booth Not Ready for Hard Play. 


While Booth’s muscle injury has 
not materially improved, and the 
éoaches insist that they do not be- 
lieve him physically fit for heavy 
acrimmaging or broken field run- 
ning, he is perfectly capable of 
punting, drop kicking and living up 

his great reputation as a tosser 
of forward sses. When Yale at- 
tempts its high-powered line attack 
campaign, no doubt is felt that the 
heavyweight trio, Snead, Miller and 
Dunn, will head the drive. 

The. Booth-McLennan-Austen-Ellis 
combination was used in signal re- 
hearsal half an hour today behind 
the first-string line. Booth called 
the signals, but was replaced after 
fifteen minutes by Bob Hall and 
later by Bob Wilson. This quarter- 
back trio is relied upon to work with 
the - McLennan - Austen-Ellis trio, 
leaving Harold Cruicksiank or Mc- 
Lennan to run the eleven when the 
Snead-Miller-Dunn combination is 
calied upon.

The 2-to-1 victory of the New York 
Rangers over the Montreal Maroons 
in Madison Square Garden last night 
ended with five players tangled in 
an informal boxing contest in the 
penalty box.

scored. 

About 10,000 spectators attended 
the renewal of Ranger-Maroon hos- 
tilities and kept the Garden galleries 
re-echoing with thcir outcries. On 
opening night, a week before, the 
Rangers defeated the Maroons in 
Montreal, and repeated the feat last 
night by exactly the same score, the 
lowest yet recorded under hockey’s 
revised rules. 

The scoring.was finished for the 
evening when Leo Bourgault sank 
a long drive from the right-hand 
side-boards in 6:37 of the second 


massive Maroon phalanx conducted 
two. sustained assaults upon the 
local net which a dozen times missed 
tying the score by margins so close 
as to evoke gasps as well as cheers 
from the spectators. 


Roach Stars at Goal. 


Brilliant saving by Roach, with 
the rest of the Rangers rallying 
around, held back the Maroon 
drives, but the play became fiercer 
as the seconds sped. The first-string 
Maroon forwards, after their furious 
onslaughts at the start of the period 
were checked, took a rest in the 
middle of the period and then came 
back to do or die. 

They failed to catch up with the 
Rangers, but six penalties were ruled 
against .the Rangers and three 
against Montreal in the course of 
the slambang last drive of Montreal’s 
big three, Siebert, Hooley Smith and 
Stewart. When the final gong 
sounded only seven players were on 
the ice. Ching Johnson and the 
Cook brothers were in the penalty 
box with Stewart and Trottier of the 
Maroons. 

As the gong rang Stewart and 
Johnson, who were ruled off on the 
same play, went at each other with 
fists flying. Trottier and Bun Cook, 
who entered the box Jess than a min-. 


clinch on. the front row of the box 
with Captain Bill Cook endeavoring 
to preserve peace. 

Captain Cook prevented any dam- 
age at the rail, but it took the united 
efforts of half a dozen civilians to 
keep Johnson and Stewart away 
from each other. Johnson, inciden- 
tally, was off the ice five times dur- 
ing the game, collecting five of the 
nineteen penalties levied, including 
eleven on the Rangers and eight 
against Montreal. 


Referees Lecture Players. 


When the two fights ended the 
players of both teams gathered on 
the ice, with the reserees admonish- 
ing them to avoid further disturb- 
ance. The crowd’s hubbub followed 
the teams all the way to their dress- 
ing rooms, but there were no further 
outbreaks. 

The Rangers were never behind in 
the score and after Paul Thompson 
scored the game’s first goal in 7:05 
of the first period they led through- 
out the game except for about a 
minute and three-quarters early in 
the second period. 

Babe Siebert scored for the Ma- 
roons in 4:51 of the second period, 
taking a pass from Stewart and 
sliding the puck past Roach. The 
score remained tied until Bourgault 
slammed his long shot from the side 
shortly after. 

Throughout the game the Maroons 
played aggressive and at times sen- 
sational hockey, the Rangers earning 
their victory by sturdy rallying of 
their forwards to the danger zone, 
Johnson’s individual checking and 
the exceptional agility of Roach 
Twice the local goalie lost his stick 
and narrowly escaped injury when 
the Maroons, en masse, stormed to 
the very threshold of the goal.

Recovery in Stocks..Continues 


—Brokers’ Loans Are Down 
$585,000,000. 








The stock market pursued its re- 
covery yesterday, and at a somewhat 
quickened pace; but the day’s devel- 
opments of greatest interest were 
not on the Stock Exchange. They 
comprised the lowering of the Lon- 
don bank rate from 6 per cent to 
5%, and the further astonishingly 
, large reduction for the week of $585,- 

000,000 in brokers’ loans. The scope 

of this liquidation of stock market 

credits is now measured in figures 
quite as bewildering as was the pace 
of inflation which preceded, and far 
more spectacular for rapidity. Since 
the highest mark was reached on Oct. 

7, the reduction has been $3,217,- 

000,000. 

The present total, by the Reserve 

| Bank's computation, is the lowest 

since Dec. 14, 1927. That is to say, 
the rolling ball of speculative credit 
has lost in the past seven weeks all 
of the volume accumulated in the 
twenty-two months preceding. It is 
more than a coincidence that the 
seope of credit liquidation, 47 per 
cent, is exactly the same as THE 
Trmzs’s ‘‘averages’”’ have shown for 
the percentage fall in stock market 
prices between Sept. 19 and Nov. 13. 
But the Stock Exchange’s more com- 
prehensive report of brokers’ bor- 
rowings, due next month, is likely 
to show even larger figures. Very 
rarely in economic history do the 
course ‘of events and the testimony 
of statistics tell with such crushing 
force the truth about an episode, so 
long surrounded by distorted reason- 
ing. Wall Street itself may at least 
assert this much of foreknowledge, 
that it repeatedly showed fright, 
even in 1928, at a particularly large 
expansion of the ‘brokers’ loans.”’ 

The Bank of Engiland’s reduction 
of its official discount rate to 5% 
per cent, as against the 6 per cent 
rate fixed at the end of October and 
the 6% which had prevailed in the 
preceding five weeks, re-establishes 
the rate that had lasted from Feb. 
7 until this Autumn. It was during 
the last-named period that $164,000,000 
was drained from the Bank of Eng- 
land’s gold and the banking reserve 
ratio fell from 58 per cent to 22%. 
Under ordinary circumstances, there- 
fore, the Bank’s recent 6 per cent rate 
would probably have been retained— 
especially since only $12,000,000 had 
been added to its gold reserve since 
the highest rate was established in 
September. 

But circumstances are not ordi- 
nary. The mass of floating capital. 
which Wall Street had snatched 
away from London and whose remit- 
tance had driven the foreign ex- 
changes to the New York gold-im- 
port point, has been rushing home 
again. Its return to London has not 
only ended the possibility of British 
gold exports to New York, but has 
driyen,down money rates.on the open 
Iondon market far. below the bank 
rate. At the same time, although the 
Bank gained practically no gold dur- 
ing the past week, and although its 
zold reserve is still $112,000,000 less 
than what it held when free gold 
payments were resumed in 1925, 
something not far short of $50,000,- 
000 gold is on the ocean, bound from 
the Southern ‘and Far Eastern conti- 
‘nents to London, The Bank of Eng- 
land is evidently reckoning on a very 
distinct change in its position after 
New Year’s Day. 

On transactions exceeding those of 
any previous day this week (though 
still small as Wall Street lately meas- 
ured things), prices on the Stock Ex- 
change continued to move upward. 
A few stocks rose in a range of 10 
to 18 points, but in general, the day’s 
gains were more moderate. Not all 
stocks closed at the day’s highest. 
prices, but most of the advances 
were well held. Money rates con- 
tinued to decline, both on Wall 
Street and at London; sterling re 
covered fractionally, notwithstanding 
the lower London bank rate.

The decline of $585,000,000 in the 
total of brokers’ loans, announced 
yesterday afternoon, came as some- 
what of a surprise to some observers 
despite the general expectation that 
a decrease would be shown. The 
fact that prices on the Stock Ex- 
change advanced considerably from 
the levels of a week ago was expected 
to militate against a sweeping cut in 
loans. In explanation of the large 
reduction revealed, bankers remarked 
that much of the buying which 
lately had lifted the course of stock 
prices had been for cash, and that in 
addition there had been during the 


past week only a negligible amount 
of new financing. It. was the tre- 
mendous volume of undigested secur- 
ities on the market which accounted 
in large part for the way in which 
brokers’ loans soared prior to the 
market break.

Loan Charges and Mortgage Inter- 
est Will Be Lowered, but Gold 
Position Is Unsatisfactory.

LONDON, Nov, 21.—For the sec- 
ond time in three weeks the Bank 
of England lowered its rediscount 
rate today, this time from 6 to 5% 
per cent. Although the reduction 
had been taken for granted ever 
since the Wall Street collapse, it 
brought great encouragement to the 
British financial and business com- 
munities. P 
Most of the ‘city’s financiers were 
pleased, but there were just a few 
ese: ena that the rate did not 
o even lower, There is widespread. 
lief that the 5% per cent rate is 
still too high, and it is possible that 
in a few weeks a further reduction, 
to 5 per cent, can be made. From 
April, 1927, to February of this year 
the rate stood at 4% per cent, 
Gilt-edged securities moved for- 
ward as soon as today’ s good news 
became known, and leading indus-|: 
trials followed with substantial 
gains. It was a sign that confidence 
at last was returning to the London |. 
Stock Exchange, which for weeks 
has been harassed, first by the 


ogg 4 collapse, then by the rise in 
the bank rate, and finally by the 
slump in Wall Street. Loan rates 


will henceforth be lower and interest 
rates on mortgages will be reduced. 
Most important of all will be the new 
bank rate’s effect as a tonic for 
British trade. 
The gold position is still far from 
satisfactory, although a better ex- 
change position in recent weeks has 
enabled the Bank to buy some gold 
in the open market. ‘The returnin 
flow of gold from New York has no 
been as swift as was expected and 
the drain to France has continued, 
although on a smaller scale. The 
resent gold holdings of the Bank of 
mgland are down to £132,936,258, 
compared with £133,272,894 when the 
bank rate rose to 6% ee cent, and 
£153,229,532 at the beginning of the 
year. 


Differential Now 1 Per Cent. 
The reduction of the rate of the 
Bahk of England from 6 per cent to 
5% per cent brings the differential 


between the New York and London 
bank rates to 1 per cent. It indi- 
cates, in the opinion of bankers here, 
a step in the direction of more 
normal money market conditions 
throughout the world.. The British 
bank rate was forced up twice this 
year by money market conditions in 
this country. Early in February the 
Bank of England lifted its rate from 
4% to 5% per cent to arrest a flow 
of gold to ry country which had 
sent $30,000,000 of the metal across 
the Atlantic. Again in-September the 
rate was lifted to 6% per cent to safe- 
guard the gold reserves of the Bank 
of England. 

When the Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York lowered its rate to 5 per 
cent from 6 per cent three weeks 
ago the Bank of England lowered its 
rate by one-half of 1 per cent. The 
move of the London institution came 
earlier in the day than the New York 
bank’s action, but, according to gen- 
eral belief, with the advance knowl- 
edge that ‘the rate here would come 
down. week the local Federal 
Reserve Bank reduced its rate —, 
this time from 5 per cent to 4% 
cent. The move came as somew me 
of a surprise to the financial commu- 
nity and it was generelly na ae 
that the Bank of England would fol- 
low suit this week, 


Reluctant to Raise Rate. 


When the two rates were at their 
recent high point a differential of 
only. one-half of 1 per cent existed. 
The Bank of England has been ex- 
tremely reluctant to advance its rate, 
due to the adverse effect which the 
move would have upon British busi- 
ness. It was to be expected, there- 
fore, that as soon as the opportunity 
to reduce the rate presented itself 
the Bank would take advantage of it. 

The only factor which bankers here 
~~ ht might stand in the way of 

eduction in London was the: con- 
tinued outflow of gold from London 
to Paris. It ap impossible, how- 
ever, to halt ca nipvennent by the 
mere manipulation of discount rates 
since the flow. has taken in 
the face of interest rates materially 
lower in Paris than in London, The 
consideration that British business 
could be aided by the reduction of 
the rate was a ded by bankers 
here as of more importance.

ASKFOREIGN VALUATION 
INPAN-AMERICAN DUTIES 


Customs Committee Recommen- 
dations Urge Value in Country 
of Origin “for Justice.” 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—The cus- 
toms committee of the Pan-Ameri- 
can Commission on Customs Proce- 
dure and Port Formalities approved 
today assessment of customs duties 
on-the basis of foreign and not do- 
mestic valuation for recommenda- 
tion to the twenty-one American gov- 
ernments. 

The committee declared that ‘from 
the point of view of expediting the 
customs service and from the stand- 
point of justice to the consumer, the 
value in the country of origin should 
be adopted, as has already been done 
by .a majority of the countries here 
represented, with respect to mer- 
chandise subject to the payment of 
ad valorem duties.’ 

“The basis for the application of 
ad valorem duties,’’ it voted, ‘‘shall 
be the F. O. B. value of the mer- 
chandise in the port or point of ex- 
port in the country of origin.” 

The committee recommended ‘‘that 
the basis of net weight be adopted in 
those countries in which duties are 
levied on the weight of the merchan- 
dise.’’ When, for important reasons, 
this is not practical, it was recom- 
mended that ‘“‘legal weight’’—defined 
as the weight of the merchan plus 
the weight of the oe wrapper 
or container—be adopt 

“Gross weight,’’ tt ak decided, 
should ‘be used as a basis Bs in 
those cases in which, because of th 
nature of the merchandise, the Sdop- 
tion of either of the other sys- 
pny is impracticable or inconveni- 
en 

Simplification of legislation in the 
different countries to allow tempo- 
rary import and export, re-import and 
re-export of merchandise under bond 
or otherwise, in accordance with the 

national legislation of each courtry, 
was also recommended.

Work in Ohio Will Result In Auto- 
matic Train Stops From Pitts- 
burgh to Indianapolis. 





The Pennsylvania Railroad will ex- 
tend on its main line between New- 
ark, Ohio, and Columbus, Ohio, a 
distance of thirty miles, its system 
of automatic train‘ stops,-and install 
on all Eastern lines a continuous cab 
signal that it has developed, it was 
announced yesterday.. The work in 
Ohio will ‘result- in the road’s 379 
miles between Pittsburgh and Indian- 
apolis being protected. 

Installation of more automatic 
block signals will bring the total cost 
of the improvement to $16,000,000. 
Automatic train controls will stop a 
train when the engineman disregards 
or fails to notice a danger signal. 

The New York Central, with these 
devices, has protected its 960 miles of 
line between Chicago and New York 
and the 200 miles between Boston 
and Albany on the Boston & Albany. 

Between New York, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore and Washington the Penn- 
sylvania lines will be equipped with 
a system that’ reproduces in‘the en- 
gine cab the wayside signal indi- 
cations and sounds a_ warning 


whistle. This device was referred

Freight Traffic Sets Record, 
May Be Great as in 1926 


CHICAGO, Nov. 21 #).—Freight 
traffic over the nation’s railroads 
so far in 1929 has been greater 
than for the corresponding period 
in any previous recorded year, the 
‘American Railway Association an- 
nounced today. 

Members of the association here 
for the annual Fall meeting heard 
that conservative estimates in- 
dicated the number of cars loaded 
with revenue freight for the en- 
tire-year would be approximately 
the same as that for 1926, when 
loadings were the largest of any 
‘year on record. 

Loading of revenue freight from 
Jan. 1 to Nov. 9 totaled 46,678,086 
cars, exceeding by 79,209 cars the 
previous high record for the same 
périod set in 1926.

When 
cautionary signals are displayed, a 
whistle blows until the engineman

CHANGES IN BANKING 


American . Association Head 
Says Vision Is Needed to 
Solve New Problems. 








SPEAKS AT DINNER HERE 





Millard Urges Bankers to “Get Be- 
hind” Hoover in Naval Limita- 
tion Movement. 





The greatest need of the world to- 
day, according to John G. Lonsdale, 
ptesident of the Mercantile-Com- 
Merce Bank and Trust Company of 
ft. Louis and president of the Amer- 
gean Bankers Association, is for 
mien who will interpret our times. 
Speaking last night at the annual 
Bankers Forum dinner of the New 
York Chapter of the American In- 
stitute of Banking, given at the Hotel 
Pennsylvania, Mr. Lonsdale discussed 
the subject of ‘‘Leadership.”’ 

**Leadership,’’ he said, ‘‘is founded 
upon ability to think and to inter- 
pret.’’ What is neded today, he con- 
tinued, is ‘‘modern Daniels in agri- 
culture, finance, politics, industry, 
who can see through the fog and 
jhhaze that enshrowd our difficult 
problems and advise, instruct and 
influence those who are either indif- 
ferent or limited in their percep- 
tions.’”’ 

Other speakers at the dinner were 
William K. Payne of Auburn, N. Y., 
president of the New York State 
Bankers’ Association; W. J. Evans 


of Dallas, Texas, president of the 
American Institute of Banking, and 
Oswald Garrison Villard, editor of 
The Nation. 

Mr. Villard spoke. of the impetus 
to world peace from the visit of 
Premier MacDonald to this country 
and asked the bankers to ‘get be- 
hind the President and let him know 
that you stand shoulder to shoulder 
with him and with the country at 
the forthcoming naval conference in 
London.”’ 

Frederick W. Gehle, second vice 

resident of the Chase National 

k presided at the dinner. 


Lonsdale’s Address. 





Mr. Lonsdale’s address marked the! 
occasion of his first public mapeets | 
ance in this city since his election | 
to the leadership of the American | 
Bankers Association which took; 
place at the beginning of October | 
when the association held its annual 
zonvention in San Francisco. 

During the course of his speech he 
paid glowing tribute to New York 
City as a producer of leaders among 
men. 

“‘New York has developed more big 
men per square foot,’”’ he said, ‘‘than 
has any other place. It is a sort of 
proving ground, a finishing school, 
a university in post-graduate courses 
in business.’’ 

Pursuing his theme upon the need 
for interpreters of modern trends, 
Mr. Lonsdale said, in part: 

“Through the thinker and the in- 
terpreter unknown situations are dis- 
closed or puzzling conditions § ex- 
plained in logical light. The Ameri- 
can people are so constituted that 
they can meet and combat any situa- 
tion, once it is known and under- 
stood. It is the unknown that comes 
like the thief in the night and brings 
disaster. 

“Some one has defined prosperity 
as something the business men create 
for the politicians to take credit for. 
But America’s present-day prosperity 
can be defined as a product resulting 
from the business man’s ability to 
study and to interpret. Huge corpo- 
rations maintain research staffs and 
special bureaus to interpret the times 
for them. Disaster looms in the off- 


ly on its way day after day without 
due regard to significant trends in 
trade and business. 
changes come about one cannot af- 
ford to relax his vigilance, even mo- 
mentarily. 

‘-What is true of industry is true of 
banking. Leaders of finance have 
discovered they cannot remain pas- 
sive in an age when all the rest of 
the world is in a transitional stage. 
The modern banker not only must 
know about the changing styles in 
other lines of business, but above all 
must be alert to the transformations 
which are taking place in his own. 


More Services Now Rendered. 

“He must be a man of keener, 
broader vision, because the order of 
the day is for larger units of service. 
Mergers and consolidations have 
taken place in great numbers. 
now talk of billions where a few 
years ago we talked of millions or 
only thousands. Where we rendered 
one service a few decades back, we 
now render a half dozen, or more.

CHICAGO, Ill., Nov. 21.—A_ broad- 
ening in speculative interest occurred 
in the wheat market today, with free 
buying developing on the strength 
abroad and on an official Argentine 
estimate showing that 3,298,000 acres 
of wheat had been abandoned in that 
country and that the total remaining 
for harvest was 4,568,000 acres under 
that of last year. Commission houses, 
locals and shorts here were free buy- 
ers..dand prices advanced 3% to 3% 
cents to a new high on the present 
movement and to the best figures 
Since Nov. 4. +A reaction of around 
a cent from the top resulted from 
profit-taking and selling against of- 
fers. Net gains for the day were 
2% to 2% cents. 

Winnipeg reported free buying by 
houses with i ‘connections but 
failed to reflect fully the upturn here 
and gained only 2 to 2% cents. Bue- 
nos Aires also reacted from the top 
with a rise of 1 to 15% cents and 
Rosario 2% cents higher at the last. 

Rust reports and indications of de- 
terioration in Argentina are com- 
mencing to have more effect on the 
market. Private cables told of rust 
developing in the southern sections. 
where the harvest is still several 
weeks away. The crop there is gen- 
erally estimated at 215,000,000 bush- 
els, suggesting 135,000,000. for export, 
although private estimates indicate 
as low .am.95,000,000 bushels, . 

Export. demand was fair with sales 
of 1,000,000 bushels in all positions, 
including a fair quantity of hard 
Winter. No change was reported in 
the basis at the Gulf, which remains 
firm. Liverpool May wheat closed at 
cents over Chicago today, the 
widest difference in many wecks. Fu- 
tures there were 2% to 2%d higher 
at the last.

GAINESVILLE, Ga., Nov.'21 @).— 
Recommendation that Congress au- 
thorize President Hoover to appoint 
a “national industrial commission 
to make a thorough and ‘scientific 
study of the textile industry of the 
country, North and South,” ‘was 
made in a report prepared for sub- 
mission to the Georgia Baptist Con- 
vention here today by the conven- 
tion’s Social Service Commission. 
»The report said of the textile situa- 
tion: ws 

“The coming of these industria to 
the South brings us face to face with 
new problems. The cotton farmer 

almost altogether used negro 
tenant labor, who have farmed on 
shares. The cash e was négh- 
gible. Settlement was made at thc 
end of the year. In the mountains 
and in the foothills lived many white 
people who saw very little money in 
the course of the year. 

“To these the cotton mills proved 
peculiarly attractive, It meant ready 
money in wages. And so they went 
to work in the textile mills in great 
numbers and for low pay. 

‘‘Everybody is rejoiced to see these 
evidences nding business in 
the Southeast. However, to thought- 


ful people there is no satisfaction in | j 


the self-announced statement that 
these mills are coming because the 
South offers ‘low wages and docile 
labor.’ Indeed, this is humiliating 
rather than pleasing. : 

“A few years ago we Southerners 
were bitterly denouncing New Eng- 
land cotton mills for the way they 
treated their labor. Now that some 
of these mills are coming South, we 
find some of our Southern statesmen 
angrily defending these same prac- 
tices in the South. 

“Then they denounced high - 
tective tariff of New England indus- 
tries; now they are clamoring for 
that same protection for Southern 
mills. 

“Surely dollars make us all do 
alike.”’

Asserts industrial improvidence is 
Driving Civilization Backward— 
Gives It Century More.

One hundred years more will see 
the doom of the machine age if the 
consumption of coal and oil is con- 
tinued at the present increasing 
ratio, General William Barclay Par- 
sons, engineer and chairman of the 
board of trustees af Columbia Uni- 
versity, predicted yesterday in an 


jaddress at the McMillin Acedemic | 


Theatre at Columbia. 
Elimination of wasted power and 


more extensive development of water 
power, he added, could postpone only 
temporarily the day when ‘‘o 
boasted mechanical culture’ wou 
be forced into extinction. General 
Parsons, subway builder and com- 
mander of the Eleventh Engineers 
during the World War, asserted that 
unless the engineer discovered new 
sources of power, nothing could avert 
the crisis. 

‘“‘Will our successors raise fuel by 
inten#tve growth?’’ he asked. 
they draw from the central heat of 
the earth? . Or will they secure heat 
that is contained in the sun’s rays? 
The heat in the sun that falls. on the 
waste desert spaces is sufficient to 
meet industrial demands, but it wiil 
have little practical value until some 
way is found to store the latent 
energy.”’ 

Curtailment of the enormous power 
required to operate the world’s ma- 
chines, General Pargons said, would 
drive us back toward the darkness 
of the Middle Ages. He belittled our 
“condition of culture,’’ which, he 
said, was ‘‘frequently and erroneous- 
ly referred to as civilization,’’ and 
pointed out that it depended entirely 
for its existence on power. 

‘The adventures of men like Byrd,” 
the General concluded, ‘‘may. dis- 
close unsuspected deposits in the in- 
hospitable regions within the Arctic 
or Antarctic Circle, but such discov- 
cries, if made, and if the deposits 
can be utilized, will but postpone the 
day of reckoning. 

‘‘As the pressure of shortage comes 
to be acutely felt, we of this genera- 
tion will be blamed by the genera- 
tions to come for squandering the 
most precious of nature’s gifts. In 
the most efficient power-generating 
plants we are utilizing less than one- 
quarter of the heat units contained 
in the fuel, the remainder going u 
the chimney or being otherwise lost.”

DENIES SON ENDED 
HIS LIFRAT HARVARD 


Satterthwaite, Architect, Says 
Inquiry Shows Boy Was Not 
Suicide by Chlioroform.., 








‘DRUGGED IN HIS SLEEP’ 





Not Hunting a Slayer, He Asserts, 
~but Sought to Clear Son’s Name 
—Boston Police May Act. 





After an extended private inquiry 
into the death last May of his son, 


Russell Peabody Satterthwaite, 19 
years old, a Harvard freshman, who 
was found dead in his room in Gore 
Hall, the freshman dormitory, Pen- 
nington Satterthwaite, New York 
architect, declared yesterday that he 
had established to his own satisfac- 
tion that his son had not committed 
suicide. 

“The investigation was not a man- 
hunt,’’ said Mr. Satterthwaite at his 
home in Short Hills, N. J., ‘‘and I 
have never said that my son was 
murdered. There is no suspicion in 
my mind about anybody. My whole 
interest was in my son’s good name 
and reputation, 2nd I am perfectly 





satisfied now that the. boy is cleared 
of suicide.’”’ 

Although Mr. Satterthwaite said. 
he considered his inquiry closed,’ so 
far as he was concerned, it was 
learned that the Boston police are, 
expected to re-open their investiga- 
tion of the death of the youth as a 
result of the father’s disclosure. 
Young Satterthwaite was found lying 
in. bed, a chloroform-soaked cloth 


over his face: and a bottle of chloro- 
form on a table. 

The Cambridge medical examiner, 
called into the case by Harvard au- 
thorities, agreed with the police that 
the death was a suicide. ere was 
no autopsy. 

“I am convinced that oy. son was 
drugged as he slep o - Satter- 
thwaite continued, ‘‘and I intend to 
take no further action in the matter: 
My lawyers have given up the case 
and are now settling up the boy’s es- 
tate. 

“There has been a lot of irrespon- 
sible talk at Cambridge this Fall 
about my son’s death. have heard 
all sorts of stories. One was that he 
had been drugged by bootleggers, as 
some boy was said to have been in- 
forming the Harvard authorities on 
the liquor traffic. He may have been 
drugged by some person with a homi- 
cidal mania, but we could find no 
trace of any such person. 

‘‘We didn’t start out to find a mur- 
derer, but to connect the boy up with 
that bottle of chloroform and the 
suicide motive. We definitely proved 
that he did not buy the bottle. 

“It was not a commercial brand of 
chloroform.and is very seldo old 
ever the counter. The Harvard ab-

hind the soaked cloth about his head 
with a towel so tightly that the bind- 
ing: would have smothered him with- 
out the chloroform? From my own 
experience in taking anesthetics I 
should say such an act was im- 
possible. enty hours elapsed after 
his death before the body was dis- 
covered.”’ 

Mr. Satterthwaite added that all 
the boy’s relatives and friends felt 
that his name should be cleared and

EX-OFFICIALS DEFY 
JERSEY INQUIRY 


Mohn and Nine Others Refuse 
to Testify on Finances in 
Union City. 








FACE CONTEMPT CHARGES 





Commissioner Carrick Says He Will 
Consult Justice Kalisch on 
Court Proceedings. 





Charles A. Mohn, former Republi- 
can Mayor of Union City, N. J., six 
Councilmen of his administration and 
three other former officials face con- 
tempt proceedings before Supreme 
Court Justice Kalisch as a result of 
their refusal yesterday to respond to 
subpoenas requiring them to pro- 
duce personal bank books and 


records at the inquiry into Union 
City’s finances covering the 1927-1928 
period. What they held to be a fail- 





ure to issue a proper order for the 
subpoenas was advanced by the ten 
men as the reason-why they did not 
appear at the h . This reason 
was stated in ten identic letters sent 
be oe Court Commissioner Car- 


Commissioner Carrick declared all 
ten in ‘flagrant contempt” and an- 
nounced that he would confer with 
Supreme Court Justice Kalisch on 
proceeding to meet the situation. 


Two Officials Obey Summons. 


Councilmen Alfred J. Singer and 
Abel Bozzo, hold-overs. from. the 
Mohn Administration, were the only 
officials among the twelve sum- 
moned to respond. They produced 
their check books and offered ex- 
planation for the various deposits. 
Concerning the records of Council- 
man Bozzo, Harry Braverman, mu- 
nicipal accounts expert, testified that 
there was no way of checking. up 
entries. The records were required 
by Aro Gabriel, counsel for the in- 
quiry, in. efforts to trace alleged di- 
versions of city funds. Up to this time 
$1,300,000 -_has been thus traced as 
over-expended or. illegally paid out 


*the city during the four years of 
the Boylan and Mohn Administra- 
tions, the bulk of it under Mohn, ac- 
cording to Mr. Gabriel.
